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THE GUYANDOTTE’S PERIL 


BADLY INJURED BY AN IN- 
FERNAL MAOHINE. 

AN EXPLOSION ON AN OLD DOMINION 
STEAMER SOON AFTER HER DEPART- 
URE CAUSING HER RETURN HERE. 

The Old Dominion steamship Guyan- 

Aotte cleared for Norfolk, Va., yesterday after- 

noon, With five saloon passengers, a dozen 

steerage passengers, and about half a cargo 





of miscellaneous articles. Just as the 
gangplank was being drawn to the pier 
&@ man was noticed leaving one of the 


cloutson the starboard quarter. He appeared to 
be trying to overcome a terrible emotion 


and anxious not to be left on board. 
He hurried to the gangplank and 
Was the last person to leave the ship. His haste 


and his demeanor attracted attention, and he 
could be identified by several, persons, and more 
especially by Robert Sinclair, a mess boy. 

The Guyandotte was made snug for her voy- 
age before she passed Sandy Hook, and, steering 
south, took a course along shore. At 5:30 P. M. 
fhe was off Long Branch, and Capt. D. A. Kelley 


was inthe pilot house, when a frightful explosion 
occurred in the neighborhood of the closet which 
the man in a hurry was seen to leave by Sinclair. 
The effect of the explosion was to fill the air with 
splinters, shake the vessel to its keel, and bring 
officers, crew, ant passengers to the upper deck. 

Capt. Kelly found that the explosion had made 
a wreck which involved a radius of 10 feet inthe 
neighborhoodof thecloset. Several staterooms 
were wrecked. The greater part of the upper works 
at the starboard quarter were splintered or de- 
atroyed. A rent of 15 feet across had been 
madeinthe hurricane deck and ahole 5d feet 
across was in the main deck. The joinerwork 
in the saloon was more or less broken or cracked. 

D. Kelly, a passenger, who was readingin the 
saloon, was struck on the legs by a piece of 
wreck and slightly injured. A colored waiter, 
James Jentim, who was entering the saloon 
when the explosion occurred, was slightly 
bruised. 

Although there was no damage either to the 
hull or the machinery that as careful a survey 
as could be made at dusk revealed, Capt. Kelly 
decided that the Guyandotte was unseaworthy in 
case. of an emergency arising, and he ordered 
the vessel’s head to be turned to the Hook and 
made the Old Dominion Pier at about 8 o'clock. 
The passengers were landed and the vessel 
was moored and orders were issued not 
te allow any person on board... As soon 
as Capt. Kelley haa made another survey of the 
extent of the disaster, he reported the occurrence 
to Capt. George W. Gastlin, of the Twenty-eighth 
Precinct, in order to have the person who last 
left the ship sought for. 

Sinclair says that this man was fair, 35 years 
old, 5 feet 9 or 10 inches in height, had a fair 
mustache and side whiskers, and wore dark 
trousers, a light brown overcoat aud a 
derby hat. When he went on board, he 
had, it is believed, a sachel, and he 
is supposed to have put it either in the closet or 
an adjoining stateroom. The motive for exclud- 
Ing all persons from the ship last night was to 
prevent any meddling with the wreck. 

Itis believed that whatever high explosive 
was used was set off either by a clock-work ar- 
rangement for a percussion cap or a time 
fuse, consisting of a glass tube, nitric 
acid and blotting paper, and some portion of the 
contrivance may be found in the wreck, and af- 
ford a clue to the persons who planned te destroy 
the ship. 

No one on hand could estimate the 
amount of the damage, but so far as could 
be judged by the light of a Jantern it 
can be repaired for from $3,000 to $3,500, 
and the Guyandotte could be made 
absolutely seaworthy in 48 hours. An officer of 
the ship said at midnight that, while the vessel 
Was on its way back to New-York, it 
was determined that no one on board had 
anything to do with the explosion. To-day the 
officers of the company will call on Inspector 
Byrnes and urge him tocapture the man, who 
was in such trepidation when he rushed to the 
Yangway on the ringing of the last bell.

PROGRESS OF THE SENATORIAL CONTEST 
IN TEXAS. 

AUSTIN, Texas, Jan. 31.—The Legislature 
convened in joint session at noon to-day and re- 
sumed balloting for United States Senator. The 
first ballot to-day, and the twenty-second of the 
contest. resultedasfollows: Reagan,56; Maxey, 


41; Ireland, 29. This showed a gain of 1 vote for 
Maxey and a loss of 3 for Ireland, while Rea- 
an’s vote was unchanged. The twenty-fourth 


allot resulted: Reagan, ‘56; Maxey, 37; 
Ireland, 31; Seth pa ggace 1. The joint 
session adjourned unti to-morrow. The 


Maxey and Ireland men united to force an ad- 
journment at the conclusion of the third ballot 
to-day, Reagan's followers opposing the motion 
amid considerable excitement. The indications 
point to the breaking of the deadlock at to-mor- 
ow’s session. 

The supporters of Reagan, Maxey and Ireland 
held secret caucuses to-night for the purpose of 
canvassing the situation. At alate hour it be- 
came known that the caucus of Ireland’s friends 
was considering someimportant action. Whenthe 
caucus broke up it was ascertained that Ire; 
land’s withdrawal from the race had been 
determined upon. This announcement will 


be made before the balloting commences 
to-morrow. Gov. Ireland was present 
at the caucus and advised that course. 


Itis generally thought that Ireland’s strength 
will largely go to Maxey, and the latter's 
election on the first ballot to-morrow 
is anticipated by his friends. It has 
been demonstrated, however, in Terrel’s 
withdrawal that no candidate in the race can 
turn his entire strength to another candidate, 
and Reagan’s friends feel confident of enough 
Ireland votes to elect their man on the first or 
gecond ballot to-morrow. 





GERALD MAXWELL CRAZY. 





THE SON OF MRS. BRADDON, THE NOY-

graphic messages which he has invented. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 31.—Gerald Maxwell is a 
son of the popular novelist known as Mrs. H. E. 


Braddon. Mr. Barrett's manager, Mr. Cobbe, 
said to-night that Mr. Maxwell, though play- 
ing minor parts in Mr. Barrett's company, 
is an exceptionally brilliant and cultivated 
young man. While at college he devoted him- 
self so ardently to the study of astronomy that 
his health broke down, and he was advised to 
go on the stage, with the hope that his 
thoughts might be diverted from his books. He 
found his life as an actor rather dull, and recent- 
ly resumed his studies. Last week it was noticed 
that he was rather flighty 1m conversation, and it 
was apparent that his mind was unsettled. 
Rather than subject him to the hardship 
of a railroad journey in his present 
condition it was decided to leave him 
in the care of a competent physician 
in Cincinnatti, where he could be kept quiet 
and receive tne attention which his case de- 
manded. Mr. Barrett expects that the youn 
man will rejoin the company at Clevelanc 
next week and does not regard his condition 
asin any way serious.

On Jan. 13, at breakfast time, a box of candy 
was received by the children of Fred Welling, Mrs. 
Whiteman’s brother, and they ate of it. Welling 
also ate some of it. At noon the children returned 
from achool very sick. and Welling came in later 
also sick. A physician was summoned and found 
that arsenic poisoning was the cause. The children 
came near dying. The candy wastakento a phar- 
macist and analyzed and found to contain arsenic. 
A note in the box was in Sarah McLean's writing. 
She as been arrested and is now in jail.

DISCIPLINE FOR BROKERS. 


A QUESTION WHICH AGITATES THE CHI- 
CAGO BOARD OF TRADE, 

CurcaGo, Jan. 31.—Little was talked of 
on the board to-day save the action taken by 
the Directors on Saturday when they caused 
certain members who have been trading 
in privileges on the open Board of Trade 
to be served with notices to appear 
before them to-morrow afternoon and show 
cause why they should not be disciplined for a 
violation of the rule against dealing in ‘ puts 
and calls.” The question was as to what action 


the culprits would take to head off the investi- 
gation. A number of expedients were suggest- 
ed, the most favorable being that of an injunc- 
tion to restrain the Directors from doing what 
they threaten. 

The question of jurisdiction was thoroughly 
canvassed, and when the case gets into the 
courts this is the point to be passed upon. 
Should the Directors rule to-morrow that 
they have jurisdiction over members of the reg- 
ular institution who go across the street and en- 
gage in transactions prohibited on their own floor, 
they will first have to revise a decision on 
this very point, itis said. Whenan attempt was 
made some time ago to collect a debt contracted 
on the open board,by a member of the other, 
the Directors threw the matter out and declared 
that they had no jurisdiction. It is argued 
from this, that ifthe regular board cannot compel 
its members to pay debts contracted on the open 
board, it cannot interfere with themin making 
the trades which lead to those debts. The fight 
is really serious in its proportions, as it may 
eventually lead to abig defection of members 
and the building up of a formidable rival insti- 
tution, to say nothing of the loss of business 
that must attend a quarrel of the kind. It is 
claimed that in all the larger cities trading in 
privileges is permitted and that its prohibition 
here will drive the business elsewhere.

AND NOW HE DEMANDS HEAVY DAM- 
AGES FROM THE RAILROAD. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 31.—In the United 
States Circuit Court to-day, Judge Newman 
presiding, a very interesting suit for dam- 
ages against a railway company was be- 
gun. The plaintiff is John W. Harrison and 
the defendant is Henry Finck, the 
Receiver of the East Tennessee, Virginia, and 
Georgia Railroad. The damages claimed are 
$5,000. The plaintiff, who is a commercial 
traveler, took passage last February on a train 
on the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
Railroad at Flovilla, his destination being Jack- 
son, only five miles away. Not being pro- 
vided with a ticket he offered the con- 
ductor the price of the ticket in currency. 
A strict rule of the company provides that per- 
sons not holding a ticket shall pay 25 cents in 
addition to the amount of the fare, receiving in 
return a rebate check, which is cashed at any 
ticket office upon presentation. This rule had 
been in effect some time, and Conductor Harris 
was familiar with it. and had enforced it 
frequently. The rule was called to Harrison’s 
notice, and the conductor proceeded to collect 
the bonus. The passenger refused to pay it. 
The conductor tried to get the money, but 
Harrison was obdurate. The train was stopped, 
and it was the conductor’s purpose to put 
Harrison off, but the recalcitrant passenger 
not relishing being forcibly ejected from the 
coach, concluded that he would comply with 
the rule and pay the additional quarter. To his 
surprise the conductor declined to accept itand 
compelled. him to leave the train. He had to 
walk all the way to Jackson. The suitis a novel 
one and is closely watched by railroad men.

A PLOT TO SAVE SPIES. 
CuicaGo, Jan. 81.—Police Captain 


Schaack in an interview to-day admitted that he 
had been for over a fortnight investigating what 
appeared to be an Anarchist plot to save Spies 
and his fellow-conspirators from death on the gal- 
lows. Within a month there has been a marked 
revival of interest in the Anarchist meetings in 
this city, and the efforts of the police to keep 
track of their proceedings have redoubled. Asa 


result Capt. Schaack cameinto possession of a 
drawing which was recognized as the basement 
plan of the jail and Criminal Court Building. It 
was accurate in every particular. Even the 
sewers and waste pipes were placed. Basement 
plans of the buildings on Clark-street, extending 
to the jail alley, were also shown. From certain 
of these buildings lines were drawn which met in 
the centre of the jail yard. Investigation showed 
that the basements indicated were those for 
rent or of which the leases could be purchased. 
Capt. Schaack’s inquiries led to the theory that 
the lines centring in the jail yard represented 

ossible or projected tunnels. Negotiations had 

een entered into for the lease of one basement 
by prospective shoe dealers, who stipulated for 
the division of the basement by a close parti- 
tion separating the front from the back. Boxes 
were to be delivered and taken from the rear en- 
trance. A close watch has been kept, but with- 
out result, and hopes of capturing the conspira- 
tors have been abandoned. Capt. Schaack be- 
lieves that the design was to cheat the gallows 
by blowing up the condemned Anarchists, and 
with them the officers delegated to conduct the 
execution. If tunnels were designed to enable 
the Anarchists to escape, the lines would not 
reach to the jail yard, but rather to the jail itself.

FROM THE STAGE TO A CANDY STORE. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 31.—Mrs. Estelle 


Potter Ashley, who died suddenly here Saturday 
night, wasa familiar figure on the American stage 
for a long period, her début.in Philadelphia, the 
home of her childhood, dating back 650 years or 
more. Early in the forties John S. Potter, her first 
husband, managed a theatre here, and his wife, then 


a handsome woman ot about 20, was the leading 
lady of his company. Subsequently he built a 
theatre, and in 1848 built another, which was a 
Thespian a ot considerable pretensions for 
those days. The last named was burned and he was 
financially ruined. Mrs. Potter then left this city, 
and during the next 20 years was leading lady in 
stock companies of various important cities. In 
1872 she returned here as first old woman of John A. 
Elisler’s Academy of Music company, of which Eftie 
Ellsler and Laura Don were also members. She 
continued in Mr. Elisler’s company after he built 
and occupied the Euclid-Avenue Opera House until 
the combination system came in vogue, afterward 
traveling with sundry companies until she perma- 
nently retirei. In her later years she kept a modest 
confectionery store, patronized mostly by children, 
and made anu rented theatrical costumes.

HR DIED A NATURAL DEATH. 

HOBART, N. Y., Jan. 31.—John W. Griffin, a 
prominent citizen, died here a year ago last Decem- 
ber. Three weeks ago the body of the deceased was 
exhumed, and the stomach was sent to a ehemist in 
New-York to be analyzed. Scores of people insinu- 
ated that Griffin had been poisoned, and stories were 
circulated abont Mrs. Griffin and A. F. Hoops, an ex- 
policeman in New-York City, not complimentary to 
them. Hoops was recently tried and acquitted on a 
charge of poisoning his wife. The District Attorney 
ot Delaware County, the Coroner and his jury, and 
other prominent citizens met here to-night to hear 
the report of the chemist, which was that Grifin 
died a natural death. After Hoops was acquitted 
on a Charge of poisoning his wife he remained an in- 
mate of Mrs. Griffin’s house for several weeks. At 
present he is working tor William Youmans, his 
counsel, at Delhi. Mrs. Griffin is young, handsome, 


and accomplished, and is the possessor of a large 
fortune.

A PASSENGER TRAIN WRECKED.

CHURCHILL SPEAKS AGAIN 


IRISH PLANS AND THE ES- 
TIMATES DISCUSSED. 

THE EX-MINISTER FAVORS COERCION 
AND DEFENDS HIS COURSE—MR. 
GLADSTONE ON THE IRISH QUESTION. 

Lonpbon, Jan. 31,—Sir James Ferguson, 
Parliamentary Secretary for the Foreign Office, 
stated in the House of Commons this afternoon 
that the Foreign Office had not heard in any 
way that:Emin Bey had, as reported, succeeded 
in effecting his escape from Uganda. Sir James 
Ferguson also denied that England had offered 
her support to Austria in the event of war with 
Russia, and said no dispatch from Great Britain 
to Austria of that nature existed. 

In the debate on the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne, Lord Randolph Church- 
ill said he had read with entire approval the in- 
structions sent to Sir William White, the British 
Ambassador at Constantinople, respecting Bul- 
garia. He thought they had been framed with 
prudence, wisdom, and caution. Regarding the 
Glenbeigh evictions, Lord Randolph said he 
thought there never was a case found under 





a microscopic examination which was 
more favorable to Irish landlords on 
the whole. During the Winter, he said, 


the landlords had done their duty in a generous 
way. He praised Sir Michael Hicks-Beach for 
the greatness of the sacrifices associated with 
the latter’s acceptance of the Chief Secretary- 
ship for Ireland, and wished him success in the 
work he had undertaken. Hesaid that he had 
never seen much that he considered alarming in 
the plan of campaign. 1f juries refused to do 
their duty, Parliament would grant additional 
powers, under which those pursuing the plan of 
campaign would, either voluntarily or under 
compulsion, abandon their course. Continuing, 
he said that the best way to maintain the Union 
was by a sound administration of the law. That 
neglected, down would go the Government, 
down the Conservative Party, down also the 
Union, He observed that there was too great a 
tendency toward maintaining Parliamentary al- 
liances, which were as transient and uncertain 
as the shiftiest wind. [Cheers.] When he wasin 
the Government his constant thought and desire 


was to make things as easy as possible for the 
Liberal Unionists, but he frankly admitted that 
he regarded the Unionists as a kind of use- 
ful crutch. [Laughter.}] He looked forward 
to a time, not far distant, when the Conservatives 
would walk alone, strong in their own strength. 
He said the permanent preservation of the union 
must always depend upon the Conservative 
Party, which, if it wantea warning of the uncer- 
tainty of its position, had only to watch the 
negotiations of the Radicals. So greatly was 
Mr. Chamberiain enamored of these negotiations 
that he was always going further with them. He 
hoped the House would never follow Mr. Cham- 
berlain on a line of policy tending toward the 
creation in Dublin of anything in the nature of a 
Parliament. That clear and broad position which 
the Tories had assumed they should never de- 
part from. The programme outlined in the 
Queen’s speech contained ample work for the 
session. The bills to be introduced would Be 
found to include.much that was good and wise. 

Referring to the estimates, be said that if they 
had been framed upon the principles of economy 
and efficiency they had been much altered since 
he left the Government. [Laughter.] He could 
assure the House that he would never have re- 
signed on account of the coaling stations item 
alone. He knew that some Conservatives were 
inceused against him, but he was contident that 
the progress of events would modify their judg- 
ment. It was not the first time that he had had 
the evil fortune to wrestle with Conserva- 
tives. Four years ago, when he proclaimed 
that his party was goi.g wrong, he was 
charged with disloyalty ana _ treachery. 
Events had since vindicated him. Again he 
appealed to the tribunal of time. Any 
little influence he possessed had not been drawn 
from the inside of Parliament; it had come from 
the outside. He appealed to the just and gener- 
ous judgment of the people, who knew that he 
had sought nothing except to protect and pro- 
mote the material interests of the nation, and 
upon the great questions of economy and re- 
trenchment he was content patiently to await 
the judgment of Cesar. 

Lord Randolph’s speech caused a sensation in 
the House. It had the distinct character of a 
carefully studied oration. At the opening of his 
speech his praising Lord Salisbury’s foreign pol- 
icy and the soundness of the Government’s legis- 
lative bills for the session seemed to be leading up 
to a complete reconciliation with the Govern- 
ment, and this opinion was strengthened when 
Churchill extolled Sir Michael Hicks-Beach’s 
efforts in Ireland. Afterward, however, he 
ehanged his tone and began to strike 
all around. He insinuated weakness on 
the art of the Irish. executive, 
attacked the Tories for their relhance upon the 
Unionists, charged Chamberlain with seeking an 
excuse to desert the cause of the union, and con- 
cluded with a moderate yet powerful vindication 
of the principles of economy in the National 
Administration. Although it was3 the best 
speech Churchill ever made in Parliament, 
it was rarely applauded, the House lis- 
tening in silence, wondering what was 
his ultimate aim. The non-party nature of 
his remarks also assisted in subduing enthusiasm. 
It is believed that Churchill aims at the forma- 
tion of « Tory-Democratic section to assist him 
in re-entering the Cabinet without absolute sub- 
mission. The speech was addressed more to the 
country than to Parliament. 

Baron Denman, in the House of Lords this aft- 
ernoon, moved the second reading of the Wom- 
an’s Suffrage bill. On motion of the Marquis of 
Salisbury the motion was rejected without a di- 
vision. 

Mr. Gladstone, in an article in the February 
number of the Nineteenth Century, contends that 
though Ireland formerly gained concessions 
from England through fear, an attempt by Ire- 
land to repeat her former tactics would be lke 
warring against heaven now. England’s strength 
compared with Ireland’s is as 10 to 1. e 
would rather rely, he says, upon England’s in- 
nate sense of justice. Mr. Gladstone defends 
the American donations to Ireland on the ground 
that they have done much to stave off famine. 
Foreign donations, he says, if in aid of a bad 
cause, make it a shade worse, butif in a good 
cause serve to remind usof ourduty. To the 
contention that the granting of home rule to 
lreland would be to hand the Government over 
to the Nationalists Mr. Gladstone replies that 
if Nationalism is to prevail it is unwise to exas- 
perate it to a spirit of vengeance. 

The Standard says itis more satisfied with the 
speech which Mr. Joseph Chamberlain made on 
Saturday at Birmingham than with any of the 
others he has previously made, but it advises 
him to recognize the fact that the Liberal-Union- 
ists are able to get along without him. 

The amendment which Mr. Parnell proposes 
to the address in reply to the Queen’s speech is as 
follows: ‘** The relations between the owners and 
the occupiers of land in Ireland have not been 
seriously disturbed in the cases of those who 
granted to their tenants such abatements as 
were demanded by the prices of agricultural 
and pastoral produce. The remedy for the 
crisis in Irish agrarian affairs will be 
found, not in an increased stringency of criminal 
procedure or in the pursuit of such novel, doubt- 
ful and unconstitutional measures as those re- 
cently taken by her Majesty’s Government, but 
in such reform of the law and system of Govern- 
ment as will satisfy the needs and secure the 
confidence of the Irish people.” 

Mr. Goschen has issued an address to the elect- 
ors of St. George’s division, Hanover Square. 

It is expected that the Round Table Confer- 
ence will be resumed about the end of the pres- 
ent week. 

Henry M. Stanley telegraphs from Cairo as 
follows: ‘*Nubar Pasha desires me to contra- 
dict the reports that the Egvptian Government 
is raising difficulties for the Emin Bey relief ex- 
pedition. The men and everything I have asked 
tor will be ready fordevarture on Monday.” Mr. 
Stanley adds that everything is proceeding sat- 
isfactorily. Uniforms for Emin Bey and his 
force are being made and all hands are work- 
ing loyally. He proposes to leave Cairo on 
Thursday. Mr. Stanléy says the telegram rep- 
resenting that Emin Bey had been heard from 
and that he was on his way to the eastern coast 
ot Africa, having cut his way through the 
Uganda territory, was nonsense. 

A dispatch from Cairo to the Daily News says: 
“The American Col. Long, who was Chief 
of Staff to the late Gen. Gordon, writes to the 
Khédival Geographical Society that Henry 
M. Stanley’s expedition to relieve Emin Bey 
is a mere pretense to enable Great 
Britain to seize the equatorial provinces. He 
violently protests against Egypt's paying for 
this, which he declares is the sole object of the 
expedition. He maintains that Emin Bey is 
perfectly safe. Mr. Stanley ridicules the letter,

THREE HUNDRED PEOPLE DROWNED. 
AN EMIGRANT SHIP SUNK BY COLLISION 
OFF BRAZIL. 

LonpDon, Jan. 31.—The British ship Ka- 
punda, which left London on Dec. 11 for Free- 
mantle, Western Australia, with emigrants, came 
into collision near the coast of Brazil with an 
unknown vessel and was sunk. Three hundred 


of those on board were drowned. The remain- 
der were saved and have arrived at Bahia. The 
Kapunda was an iron ship of 1,084 tons. She 
was commanded by Capt. Masson. 

It is learned that the vessel with which the 
Kapunda was in collision was the British bark 
Ada Melmore, which also went to the bottom. 
All told, 304 persons were drowned.

DISORDERS IN AFGHANISTAN. 

BomBayY, Jan. 31.—The Duranis, an Af- 
ghan tribe, incited by the Governor of Kandahar, 
recently attacked the fort between Pishin and 
the Khojak range of mountains in Afghanistan. 
The intention was to kill the British political 
officer and the engineer in charge of the con- 
struction of the railroad from Quetta toward 
Kandahar. The route lies through the Khojak 
Pass, and the Duranis expected to find the British 


ofticials at the fort. It happened, however, that 
both were absent at the time of the attack. The 
Duranis have massacred a khan and 100 coolies 
since the commencement of work on the section 
of railway between Gulisman and Chaman Chauki 
at the nead of the Khojak Pass. The Governor of 
Kandahar has ordered that everybody from 
Quetta shall find security for his future good 
behavior. The Ameer of Afghanistan has ap- 
pointed several Khans at Chaman Chauki to 
prevent the Duranis from intriguing against the 
British. It is believed that if any attempt be 
made to continue the construction of the rail- 
way beyond Chaman Chauki it will meet with 
dangerous opposition from the natives. Great 
numbers of the Ameer’s troops have perished 
from the cold while engaged in the pursuit of 
the Ghilzai rebels. The Ghilzai chief, Syder 
Khan, has written to Ayoub Khan that he left 
the present Ameer’s service to raise a rebellion 
in Ayoub’s interest; that treachery and disaster 
have thwarted his revolutionary plans up to 
date, and that now he awaits some encourage- 
ment from Ayoub Khan himself. 





A SEVERE BLIZZARD. 


TRAINS DELAYED AND OTHERS BLOCK- 
ADED—STOCKMEN’S LOSSES. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 31.—Dispatches from the 
Northwest say that the blizzard of yester- 
day and last night was unusually severe. 
Mrs. Edward Walker, living near Devil's 
Lake, Dakota, was frozen to death while 
trying to get to aneighbor’s house. Her body 
was found half buried in the snow. The 





Northern Pacifi¢ trains are several hours 
behind time, though each has three 
locomotives and a snow plow. It is 


estimated that the company has paid out since 


Jan. 1 last $400,000 to keep its road open. A 
Sioux Falls (Dakota) dispatch says that the 


severest cold wave oi the Winter is be- 
ing experienced. Snow on the lines of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 


Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis, and Omaha and 
Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern has 
caused ati almost complete blockade. Trains on 
the Omaha Road have been stalled in the snow 
since Saturday night. 

At St. Paul the last two days the mercury has 
ranged between 20° and 35° below zero. Trains 
on all the roads are still delayed, the engi- 
neers not daring to run fast for fear of 
broken rails. Signal Ofticer Lyons, of St. Paul, 
reports that the average temperature yesterday 
was 29° below zero, being the lowest average of 
any day for the last 15 years. 

A Fort Shaw (Montana) special says: “A 
heavy blizzard yesterday prevailed at Fort As- 
siniboin, and north from there to the Cana- 
dian line, the temperature ranging from 13° to 
35° below zero. The snow was piled in drifts 
by the high wind to the height of 8 feet in 

laces. Reliable reports say that stockmen 

ave suffered heavier losses than have been 
known for eight or ten years. The storm 
through this section was very. severe, 
the mereury marking 29° to 35° below zero; 
6 to 11 inches of snow fellon a level. The losses 
are heavy. but not as heavy as they would have 
been had the cattle not been in good condition 
before the storm setin. The roads are impassa- 
ble. The stage from Cholean is reported lost. A 
relief party of four is searching for it.

A COMING CABINET CHANGE 


MR. MANNINGS RETIREMENT 
PROBABLE. 

HIS HEALTH NOT ROBUST ENOUGH FOR 
HIM TO PERFORM HIS DUTIES—THE 
INTER-STATE COMMERCE BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Reluctant as are 
the admirers of Mr. Manning to conclude that he 
is to retire from the head of the Treasury De- 
partment, and in spite of the fact that Mr. 

Manning declares and the President understands 

that he has not yet made up his mind to 

leave, it is reasonably clear that he -vill do 

80 before long. His conclusion to do so will not 

be hastened by the tempting offer of the pro- 

moters of the new banking institution in New- 

York. Mr. Manning offered his resignation in 

May last, and was only prevailed upon to with- 

draw it after he had been urged most strenuously 

to do so by the President, the other Cabinet offi- 
cers, and by a number of Democrats of in- 
fluence who hoped for a speedy  restora- 

tion of the Secretary to health, and a 

successful prosecution by him of the work he 

had so admirably begun in the Treasury Depart- 
ment. A partial restoration, the result of care- 
ful nursing and absolute rest for months, ena- 
bled him to resume his desk andthe performance 
of his duties. The work of thedepartment in the 
meantime did not abate. It keepson accumulat- 
ing without regard to the health of any of 


its officers. By delegating a great deal of it to 
his subordinates, the Seeretary has been able to 
devote himself more strictly to its general ad- 
ministration than he did before being pros- 
trated. He came back here with the hope 
that the climate would favor his entire 
restoration to the vigorous health he had 
enjoyed before the end of March, 1886. 
After a careful trial of the climate 
and the effects of judiciously regulated labor, it 
has become evident to the Secretary and tbe 
members of his family that more has been ex- 
pected from mere circumstances of climate and 
occupation than may be realized. That the De- 
partment demands the supervision of a mnan in 
perfect health and vigor has become evident to 
Mr. Manning, and he does not feel that patriot- 





ism or good sense demand that he shali tax 
his strength to a degree that may be 
too great, 


and perhaps result por cnyees 9 
tohim. The proposition to enter into another busi- 
ness field came after he had become convinced 
that prudence dictated a withdrawal from the 
Treasury, with its exacting duties, with a possi- 
ble extra session of Congress to face and other 
important business looming up in the imme- 
diate future. The President is averse to re- 
garding Mr. Manning’s resignation favorably, 


while he is compelled to admit that 
there is a degree of danger attending 
his heroic efforts to keep up with so 


prodigious a task as the care of the most dithi- 
cult branch of the Government. The banking 
association whose prospectus has been more or 
less extensively announced has, it is true, sug- 
gested that Mr. Manning shall become identitied 
with it as President. No formal tender of the 
place has been made, so that it has not been ac- 
cepted. The increased salary promised would 
have no weight with Mr. Manning, if his strength 
was greater and his health prospects were 
brighter. 

His successor will be a man in whom the 
public will have full confidence. The President 
will not appoint a man who will have to be 
trained or forced into sympathy with him, but 
will take one already familiar with the ob- 
jects sought to be accomplished since the 
Administration came in. This description 
applies, without a declaration from any 

erson authorized to predict, to Assistant 

ecretary Fairchild, on whom the President has, 
for many months at a time, been compelled to 
rely to conduct the affairs of the Treasury, and 
who proved entirely equal to the trust reposed 
in him. The report that Mr. William L. Scott, 
Representative in Congress, is to be Sec- 
retary has probably arisen from tbe 
circumstance of his intimacy with the 
Secretary and the President. It is declared by 
his friends in the Administration circle that he 
has no desire or expectation connected with the 

Bissell each had a 
ong conference with Mr. Manning this after- 
noon, but neither has anything to say about

Attorney-General Garland visited the White 
House this afternoon and took with him the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission bill, referred 


to him by the President afew days ago for his 
opinion upon its constitutionality. He did not 
submit it with a written statement, but gave 
such an opinion as he was prepared to offer in 
verbal form. The President is not prepared to 
say what Mr. Garland’s opinion was, but it is 
understcod that while Mr. Garland has some 
doubts about some of the provisions of the bill, 
he sees no serious reason for the President to 
withhold his signature fromit. His views, as 
stated in a recentiy quoted speech, are declared 
by those who have talked with him on the sub- 
ject, to have been against the bill in a form quite 
different trom that of the bill passed, and 
as having been leveled at provisions since 
amended. With the bill in the Presiden’t hands 
once more, the prospect is that it will be sigued 
in a short time. Whatever opinions to the con- 
trary may be entertained, the fact that 


in a special message on the labor ques- 
tion, in which the necessity for arbi- 
tration was suggested as a remedy for 


strikes, the President spoke of the desirability of 
something in the way of a commission to settle 
the disputed railroad question, leads many per- 
sons to conclude that he was prepared to sign 
the Commission bill, and that nothing less than 
a very clear opinion against its constitutionality 
would lead him to change his conviction. Tat 
he will sign it, therefore, is almost certain. 

In regard to the appointment of Commission- 
ers there is no light as yet. What seemed a 
slight task a few weeks ago is suddenly become 
one of prodigious importance. The number of 
applicants increases. To sift them out would 
require weeks of time and examination. To 
take those most influentially backed would 
be a very rash proceeding. The President’s way 
out of the trouble will probably be his own way, 
regardless of applications. He will seek such 
men as he believes should be appointed from the 
different sections of the country, relying upon 
the advice of such men as are of good judgment 
to help him in the task. 

That some of the Senators are not yet sure 
that the Inter-State Commerce bill will be ap- 
proved by the President is evident from a state- 
ment made to-day by one of the most prominent 
advocates of the measure on the Republican side. 
He said that he had received information which 
confirmed his belief that the bill would be vetoed. 
A Democratic Senator who ought to know sume- 
thing about the outlook for the bill assured one 
ot the applicants for a Railroad Commissioner- 
ship to-day that he might as well not seek the 

lace, because President Cleveland proposed to 
Sisaporove the measure on the ground that some 
of its provisions could not be understood either 
by railroad men or legislators. 


The Civil Service Commissioners have not yet 
completed their report for the year which ended 
on Jan. 16, and it will probably not be ready for 


transmission to the President, and through him 
to Congress, for some weeks. As already stated 
in these dispatches, the report will show that 
the merit system has taken no step backward 
during the year, but, on the contrary, has been 
extended and placed ona firmer fuoting than 
ever before. Some of the appendices, which have 
been an interesting feature of previous reports 
of the Civil Service Commission, are not likely 
to appear, in that form at least, in the next re- 
port. In July last the Senate and House passed 
a@ concurrent resolution calling for the printing 
of 26,000 additional copies of the current report 
of the Commissioners. This was the third edi- 
tion. In the first and second editions the Com- 
missioners added as appendices the sections of 
the New-York Civil Service act covering the col- 
lection of ee. assessments from State em- 
ployes and bribery in securing office and that 
portion of Gov. Hill's annual message, delivered 
in January, 1886, relating to civil service reform 
in the State, together with the resolutions in- 
dorsing the reform passed by the South Carolina 
Legislature in December, 1884. The Senate 
Committee on Printing, which had charge of the 
resolution for printing the third edition, added to 
it the oar that these particular appendices 
should be omitted by the Public Printer. The 
Senate promptly concurred in the amendment, 
which was reported by Senator Gorman, and 
the House was equaliy Fagan! in agreeing 
to it. The report itself w bad enongh 
to the politicians, who hoped that the 
day would come when they could return to the 
disreputable spoils. system, and to have com- 
mendations of the reform from Democratic 
sources added to it was more than they could 
stand. As references to the appendices occurred 
here and there in the body of the report, the 
commission inserted a preface stating that they 
were omitted by direction of Congress, and re- 

eated the statement on the blank pages at the 
Gack of the report. The commission will not be 
apt to repeat this or similar statements in the 
shape of appendices, but there is nothing to hin- 
der their substance being placed in the body of 
the report, and it may be that this will be done 
in the document now being prepared,

There is an unau- 
thorized whisper to the effect that one reason 
for this course. has been the fact that the recent 
action of the Senate on certain privileged ques- 
tions has been resented by the Administration as 
having been taken in violation of long-estab- 
lished usage as to consultation with the State 
Department, and the House committee deter- 
mined to stand right on the record in this regard. 


The Collector of Customs at New-York has for- 
warded to the Treasury Department a report 
made by Special Agent Holohan in regard to en- 


tries of imported merchandise presented at the 
port of New-York by Messrs. Megroz, Portier, 
Grose & Co. during the year ended Dec. 31 last. 
It appears from the report that during the period 
mentioned the value of goods as declared by 
these importers was advanced on appraisement 
in 433 instances, including 55 cases where a re- 
appraisement was had at the request of the im- 
porters. Of the remaining 378 entries the value 
was advanced on appraisement and no reap- 

raisements were asked. Ina letter to the Col- 
ector the Secretary says: 


“It seems that when 433 invoices of one firm are in 
a single year found by expert examiners to be under- 
valued from 5 per cent. to over 40 per cent. the only 
reasonable conclusion which can bé reached is that 
the parties interested in such importations are dis- 
posed to defraud the Government. It is ge ge soe 
therefore, that upon the next importation o 
importers where the appraiser advances the entered 
value of the goods, say over 10 per cent., the whole 
matter should be submitted to the United States 
Attorney with a view. if he should deem the evidence 
sufficient for that purpose; to institute legal pro- 
ceedings for forfeiture of the goods and recovery of 
the penalties prescribed by the statutes for fraudu- 
lent importations.”

A letter from the Secretary of the Treasury 
calling attention to the need of an additional 
story to the New-York Custom House, which 


was laid before the Senate to-day, is accompa- 
nied by letters from the Collector of the Port of 
New-York and the Superintendent of Repairs of 
the New-York Custom House. The Collector asks 
that $250,000 be appropriated for the removal of 
the present roof of the Custom House andthe 
erection of a granite fire-proof sixth story.

Thé Collector asks that early 
attention be given the matter, as the additional 
room is necessary for the rapid and efficient dis- 
charge of business, and will be needed even 
should provision be made at an early day for the 
erection ofa suitable building for the Custom 
House and the appraiser's stores of the port. 


A bill introduced by Senator Evarts to-day to 
regulate the salaries of United States Judges in

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RAILROADS NOW INVOLVED 


FREIGHT HANDLERS JOIN 
THE GREAT STRIKE. 
ASSEMBLY 49 RESORTING TO EVERY EX« 
PEDIENT TO EXTEND ITS DESPER- 
ATE FIGHT IN NEW DIRECTIONS. 
- The feature of the strike yesterday, and a 
most important one, was the manifestation of a 
determination to extend the trouble beyond its 
already enormous proportions. It is now the 
plan of the Knights of Labor to stop, if they can, 
all travel and traffic on a number of the rail-« 
ways centring here, to draw the street railway 
employes into the struggle, and by other means 
toinflict upon the public an amount of incon- 
venience and loss which the Knights hope will 
lead to a settlement of the strike on terms favor- 
able to themselves. In most cases these new strikes 
are not avowedly in the interest of the long- 
shoremen and coal handlers, but that is the ob- 
ject none the less, though in each instance lista 
of grievances are presented as justification of 
the action taken by the men. 

About 10 o’clock yesterday morning commit- 
tees from the freight handlers called upon the 
agents of several railroads having freight 
stations in this city and presented to each of 
them a written document, to which in most 
cases an answer was demanded by to-day at 
noon. The document set forth that the freight 
handlers demanded an advance of pay from 174g 
to 20 cents per hour, the day’s work to last from 


7 A.M. to6PM., with one hour for dinner, any 
part of an afternoon to count as a day’s work, 
and all work after 6 P. M. or before7 A. M, to be 
paid for at the rate of 25 cents an hour, and any 
work on a holiday short of a full day to be paid 
for as half aday. The freight agents at once re- 
ferred the demands to the officers of the roads. 

The Jersey Central Road received special at- 
tention at the hands of the freight handlers. At 
11 A. M.a committee of laborers employed om 
the company’s piers called at its offices, No. 119 
Liberty-street, and presented for the considera< 
tion of the Receivers the following documen 
which contains the demand made upon the othe 
companies, and several other demands, including 
one which goes to substantiate the belief that the 
freight handlers are not taking action simply on 
account of their own grievances, but that thes¢ 
are merely an excuse for carrying outa plan al- 
ready determined upon. The committee whg 
waited upon the officers of the road stated that 
the document had been prepared and handed te 
them by others. It was as follows:

When this document had been submitted the 
committee stated that they wanted an immediate 
answer, and only consented to a delay of four 
hours. At 3 o’clock they called for the answer.

Though we neither know who compose your asso. 
ciation nor whether you haveany authority to speak 
tor the parties whom you claim to represent, in ordet 
that our position may not be misunderstood we sub- 
mit the following in reply: 

First—Weare now paving, and always expect @™ 
pay, current rates of wages to our employes of aii 
classes. If any of them think they are inadequately 
compensated they have simply to apply to their su 
perior officer, and if he cannot concede the advanc: 
asked we admit their right to retire from our em 
ployment on such reasonable notice as they would 
expect, and we would give them, should we desir? 
to dispense with their services. 

We would not consider ourselves justified in dis- 
missing our whole force of men at 24 hours’ notice, 
nor do we recognize the justice of a reply being de- 
manded from us in matters of this importance upon 
the four hours’ notice that we have received. 

Second—We expect to give equal pay to clerks 
and others who are employed iu similar positions, 
provided they are equally qualified to fill these posi 
tions, but we cannot recognize the propriety of pay- 
ing all alike without regard to experience or ef 
ficiency. 

Third—If any man in our service has cause t¢’ 
complain of injustice or oppression of any kind, he 
can always obtain a hearing by making personal ap- 

plication to his superior officers, and if his complaint 
fs well founded he will receive prompt redress. 

Fourth—You state that you will not handle any 
freight that has been previously handled by non- 
union men. As Receivers of a company that isa com. 
mon carrier, itis our duty to handle any freight 
presented tous, whether the same has been previ- 
ously handled by non-union men or otherwise. We 
shall do our utmost to perform this duty. 

Fifjth—As to your request that pay day be on the 
&th of each month, we wiil make it as soon after the 
1st as the pay rolls can be made up, say on or about 
the 10th. 

Sixth—You demand that the coal strike be settled 
as far as our railroad is concerned in 24 hours, This 
strike does not exist among ouremployes. Itis for 
others, not for us, to settle. 

We recognize no connection betweeen the men en- 
gaged in handiing our freight and the men engaged 
in handling coal who are not in our employ, but in 
the employ of persons shipping by our lines. We 
shall deal with the men in our service and the coal 
handlers must deal witb their employers. :

Within five minutes of the time at which the 
committee received the above unfavorable an- 
swer all the freight handlers on the Jersey City - 
piers had left their posts. 

The committee from the Erie laborers called | 
on the Traftic Manager during the morning and 
asked for a similar increase of pay from 17 to 20 
cents per hour on ordinary time and from 20 to 
25 cents per hour on extra time. They asked 
for a reply by this morning, at which time they 
said they would strike unless theirdemands were 
complied with. The company have decided not 
to concede anything, but, as the Traffic Manager 
said, “* will stand firm as a rock, and the other 
companies will stand with us.” 

The freight handlers’ committee went later to 
Piers Nos. 1, 5, 8, and 39, which are occupied by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, and made demands 
the same as had been presented to the Jersey 
Central officials. Two thousand freight handlers 
are said to be employed at those piers and at the 
station in Jersey City. The railroad officials 
were evidently disinclined to grant the demands, 
but did not positively refuse, and said that an 
answer would be given by noon to-day. There 
Was no cessation of work on those piers, but 
when the men beard of the refusal of the Central 
Railroad of New-Jersey to grant the same re- 
quests, and that the latter had already gone om 
strike, they became excited andimpatient. In 
the evening they held meetings of their asso- 
ciations. 

A prominent and well informed member of 
District myer | No. 49, to which these men 
belong, Said that in all prebability the freight 
handlers, brakemen, machinists, carpenters, 
painters, and other men who are employed on 
some of the divisions of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road and Central Railroad of New-Jersey would 
all strike to-day.

A dispatch from Philadelphia says that when 
President Roberts, of the Pennsylvania Road, 
was informed last night of the action of the 
freight handlers in_this city he said: “This 
ja the very first have heard of any such 
gemands or threats. The Directors do not 
meet to-morrow, and therefore could not 
consider such a proposition if it were to be sub- 
mitted to them. The Directors have had no such 
notice served on them, nor have the other of- 
ficials here, and no complaints have been made 
that would indicate a disposition on the part of 
the freight handlersin New-York to take such 
abrupt action.” 

There was no trouble at the yards of the New- 
York, Lake Erie and Western Road last night, 
and the employes were willing to discuss the 
situation. A brakeman said to a TImMEs reporter: 
“ You need not expect a strike to-morrow.” He 
laid a peculiar emphasis on the last word, how- 
ever, and then refused to say anything further. 
To-night is expected to be the critical night, 

The late trains of the Central Jersey Road left 
on time last night. So did the 12:10 A. M. 
Philadeiphia train. The passenger train em- 
ployes denied that there was any truth in the 
report that trains would not be running to-day. 

It was reported late last night that the Penn- 
sylvania freight handlers would go out to-day at 
Jersey City and New-York, and that the Lehigh 
Railroad freight handlers would not go to work 
at Pier No. 2, North River, this morning. 
Great consternation prevailed among railroad 
officials at Jersey City over the discovery of 
numerous cabalistic chalk marks made by 
Kuights during the night, aud supposed to 
have a significant meaning understood only by 
the members of the order.

ALONG THE RIVER FRONTS. 
MANY STEAMERS DELAYED BY THE,DIF- 
FICULTY IN FINDING LABORERS. 

The steamer Enreka, of the Morgan Line, 
which was to have sailed for New-Orleans on 
Saturday, started early last evening. Several 
vessels which were to have sailed to-day will not 
get away until to-morrow. Among these are the 
Wyoming, of the Guion Line; the Devonia, of 
the Anchor Line, and the Erin, of the National 
Line. The agents of the Inman Line hope to 
start the City of Chicago to-day, but it is quite 
possible that she will not be ready to sail until 
to-morrow. The City of Para, of the Pacific 
Mail, will sail at noon to-day, the time originally 
fixed for her departure, The Chatta hoochee, of 
the Savannah Line, will hardly be able to sail on 
schedule time to-day. Several of the agents of 
the European lines expressed themselves yester- 
day as feeling considerably encouraged. Agent 
Coverly, of the Anchor Line, said that he had no 
difficulty in securing as many men as he required 
at the new rates. 

The work of loading and unloading steamers 
along the North River piers went on yesterday 
at a better pace than at any time since the strike 
began. The new longshoremen are gaining ex- 
perience rapidly. The strikers generally kept 
away from the riverfront. At the foot of North 
Moore-street, where the Morgan Line steamer 
El Paso was being discharged by 180 Italians, 
they gathered in considerable numbers, and in- 
dulged in many uncomplimentary remarks, but 
were not allowed to cross the street to the pier. 

The French steamship La Bretagne reached 
her pier at so late an hour inthe morning that 
work was not begun on her cargo. Plenty of 
men were at hand, however, and it is expected 
that she will sail on her reguiarday. At the 
National Line pier 200 men were at work. The 
cargo of the Helvetia, which arrived Thursday, 
has not yet been touched. 

The Sound lines were all getting along well ex- 
cept the Fall River, which is enone | no attempt 
torun its boats. The Stonington Line got two 
boats away—the Stonington and the Narragan- 
sett—both well loaded. Its old men still con- 
tinued at work, but a few of the deck hands 
struck. Their places were easily filled. The Nor- 
wich Line, which on Saturday had only a few 
men, had succeeded in getting more, and the City 
of Worcester was loaded and sailed inthe after- 
noon. The Providence Line dispatched the Pe- 
quot. 

At the Old Dominion pier the Wyanoke and the 
Seneca, which arrived Sunday night, were being 
unloaded, and the Guayandotte sailed in the aft- 
ernoon. Theincoming steamers had good car- 
goes, and the Guayandotte carried one away. At 
the office of the company it was said that the 
men were giving perfect satisfaction, and that 
none of them would be discharged to make room 
for any of the old men, even if they wished to 
return. Presideut McCready was made aware 
yesterday that his former employes were anx- 
ious to injure Lim in every possibleway. He has 
a building at Washington and Beach streets 
which is being renovated. The painters were or- 





dered to strike to aid the longshoremen. They 
obeyed. Then the carpenters and masons were 
approached, but they refused to strike. The 


painters, after an hour’s idleness, returned to 
work. 

The New-Haven Line, at Piers Nos. 25 and 26, 
succeeded in picking up a number of men from 
the streets who were not afraid of going to work. 
These and the deck hands loaded the boats and 
gotthem off on nearly schedule time. A large 
quantity of freight was handled, and the dray- 
men gave what aid they could in unloading 
their freight. A little way further up the Clyde 
Line Company had over 60 men at work, A 
pumber of these are from Castle Garden, and 
they were guarded by the police from a threat- 
ening group of strikers. 

The situation was about the same along the 
North River. The steamer Alamo, of the Mal- 
lory Line, still lies at Pier No. 20. She should 
have sailed last Saturday, but it is doubtful if 
she gets away before the end of the week. A 
smaller vessel was sent in her place. The Mal- 
lorys doubt if they can send the regular 
Wednesday boat until the strike is over. 
Over 100 men were at work on this pier, 
one-half of whom were green hands. The 
newcomers have great difficulty with the 
heavy freight. It was reported in the afternoon 
that all the union men except the foreman and 
half the immigrants who were at work Saturday 
left yesterday morning. The company dsnies 
that it has ever had union men in its employ, or 
that it hired immigrants. It is determined to 
close down rather than yield. 

Ward’s Havana Line pier at the foot of Wall- 
street has had asmall force of men at work on 
the steamer Clenfugoes, which sails Thursday. 
The Niagara arrived late in the day, and prepar- 
ations were made to unload her. 

The Brooklyn water fropt was deserted yes- 
terday, with the exception of a few gangs of 
‘Ttalians taken over from this city to supply the 
places of the strikers. One gang at Davis’s 
Stores were engaged at $4 a day, but were paid 
only $2, whereupon they struck. Thirty naval 
coal handlers were at work at the anak rere 
yesterday under the protection of Capt. itin 
and a detachment of marines. They were threa 
ened with violence by a gang of strikers, but no 
trouble occurred, Forty stevedores employed 
at Pratt’s oil docks, at the foot of North Tenth- 
street, Brooklyn, joined the other strikers dur- 
ing the morning. The four itarge foreign vessels 
which lie moored there are unable either to re- 
ceive or discharge their cargoes. At noon the 
steamship Warsaw arrived from Europe laid- 
en with empty oil barrels. She found no one 
to handle this freight. 

The Berwind-White Company sent a boatload 
of 110 Scandinavians and others to South Am- 
boy to work at the Pennsylvania soft coal dock 
at that point. They arrived at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon and began preparations for dumping 
coal, This morning the work of loading the 
boats will begin. The strikers threaten to make 
serious trouble when this is done, but the Sheriff 
has a large posse of men on hand to guard the 
men. The émployes will be taken care of and 
lodged in South Amboy. It is also stated that 
the Pennsylvania Railroad — are talking of 
reopening the hard coal dock at that place. 

The gvalla Steamship Line, at Hoboken, 
had 80 Italians working on its dock at Jersey 
City yesterday morning, and the company ex- 

ects to have the steamer Island loaded in time 
o sail to-morrow. At the Wilson Line dock no 
men are working. The steamship Buffalo ar-

The stringency in the Brooklyn 
coal market still continues, and the street rail- 
roads had no fires in any of the cars on Sunday 
or yesterday. Little coal remains at the Flat- 
bush-avenue station of the Long Island Railroad 
and three carloads which were expected did no 
arrive. The Charities Department tried to 
contract for the delivery of 100 tons, but failed. 
The drivers in several Brooklyn coal yards 
struck during the day, and will remain out till 
the Jersey City men are satisfied. 

Three thousand employes of the Standard Oil

In 
the evening the Empire Executive Board held a 
meeting and considered the subject. They tinally 
resolved not to order any tie-up, and to keep the 
agreements which they had made with the vari- 
ous horse railroad companies. 

One of the men prominent in the councils of 
Local Assembly No. 3,420, which is composed of 
employes of the Broadway line, said last night 
that there would be no change to-day in the 
situation, so faras the surface roads were con- 
cerned, but he could only speak forone day. On 
the Sixth-avenue line the officials do not anti- 
cipate a strike. A committee from Empire 
Protective Association called upon President 
Frank Curtiss on Friday and asked for an inter- 
view forthe purpose of making an agreement 
tor the coming year. Theinterview was denied 
and Mr. Curtiss at once had the following notice 
published: 

To the Employes of the Sixth-Avenue Ratiroad Com-

GENrixMen: The President was waited upon this 
morning by a committee from the Empire Protect- 
ive Association eg re be an interview and present- 
ing an agreement for this company to sign. An in- 
terview was not grantedthem. The agreement was 
left for our consideration. The committee were ais- 
tinctly informed that this company would have no 
interview, discussion, or dictation from them in re- 
gard to the management of its business. 

We have reached this decision through the experi- 
ence of the past year, and also by observation of the 
results that come to companies, individuals, and 
workingmen themselves, When their business is 
managed by outside influences. This company pre- 
fers to stand by its decision and treat with its em- 
ployes only. 6 place this plainly before you. We 
want no misunderstandings or doubt in your minds 
as to the position the company takes in this matter. 
We have no doubt as to our position being right, not 
only for the good of the company, but for the good of 
its employes, FRANK CURTISS, President. 

Mr. Curtiss also gave the committee, at its 
request, a copy of the “ iron-clad oath,’ which 
requires of the employes that they will not be- 
come members of any organization which will 
prevent them from doing as they please in their 
relations with the company. 

The Executive Board of District Assembly No. 
75 (Empire Protective Association) will call 
upon the officers of the Sixth-Avenue Road 
again to-day, and make one more effort to have 
them recognize the Knights of Labor. If they 
fail the road wiil probably be tied up to-morrow. 

It was said by one of the employes of the 
Fourth-Avenue Surface Railroad last night that 
a committee had called on Coroner Messemer 
yesterday in relation to the use of seats by the 
drivers between Forty-fourth and Eighty-sixth 
streets, and that the committee would have a 
conference with the officials of the road to-day.

The subject was 
coast defenses and deep channels for the port of 
New-York. Mr. Cantor’s resolution covered 
both these sunjects, and urged Congress to de- 
vote speedy attention to distributing the surplus 
in this manner. Mr. Crosby’s resolutions only 
demanded that New-York be fortified and pro- 
tected against “ any third-rate power piratically 
inclined.” Mr. Ives’s speech contained an ill- 


concealed sneer at r. Crosby’s resolu- 
tion and an _ exceedingly complimentary 
allusion to Mr. Cantor's idea of divid- 


ing the surplus, an idea, by the way, 
that is very popular with Tammany Hall. Mr. 
Kruse was cold-blooded enough to assure the 
orators that he had known the Assembly of the 
State of New-York to order the United States 
Senators and Representatives to do things be- 
fore, and he could not recall an instance in 
which they had paid the slightest attention to 
the order. He suggested that this was a waste 
of time, and moved the previous question. Mr. 
Crosby had his resolution adopted in spite of the 
efforts of the Democrats to substitute for it Mr. 
Cantor’s instrument. ¢ 

A bill relating to the Board of Regents and the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, which will 
attract general attention chiefly because it will 
affect a lot of editors who have been stored 
away among the Regents, was introduced b 
Assemblyman Erwin and Senator Sloan to-night. 
It provides that the board shall hereafter 
consist of 138 members, including’ the 
Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, and Secre- 
tary of State ex officio. The Governor shall 
nominate to the Senate the members of the pres- 
ent board as members of the new board. The 
Legislature by joint ballot shall elect three new 
members. After this year the board shall be 
classified and two members annually go out of 
office, the Legislature to elect their successors. 
The State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
and his deputy shall be appointed by the new 
board. TYhe term of the Superintendent shall 
be = ya years, and he shall act subject to the 
board. 

Assemblyman Cantor, of New-York, introduced 
a bill which he said was Soeeorss by the Excise 
Commissioners, authorizing the granting of 
licenses to places where vocal and instrumental 
music is furnished the thirsty public. Instead 
of being referred to the Excise Committee it 
was sent to the Cities Committee, a motion to 
that effect being necessary to overcome the ob- 
jection of Mr. Crosby. A little more energy 
would have sent the bill to the Excise Commit- 
tee, where it ae re? belongs. 

Among the bills introduced in the Assembly 
to-night were the following: 

By Mr. Finn—Providing for the stamping of imi- 
tation gold and silver articles with the word “‘ Imi- 
tation,’’ under a penalty of $50. 

By Mr. Shea—Compelling the taking up of all 
centre reper | rails on the street railroads of New- 
York City and Brooklyn and putting down instead 
tram or qreere rails. If the work is not done in 12 
months the Commissioners of Public Works may do 
itfor the companies and assess the cost on the rail- 
roads. Also a bill taxing foreign corporations doin

The report of the Commissioners of the Niagara 
Park Reservation, which was presented to the 
Legislature to-night, states that the receipts for 
the past year were $45,000 and the expenses 
$33,000, leaving a balance of $12,000. The esti- 
mated income for 1887 is $8,000, and the esti- 
mated expenses $18,000, so that by using the 
balance the Commissioners can pay their way 
this year without State aid. They recommend 
the erection of an elevator on Goat Island. As- 
semblyman Porter passed a bill for the elevator 
last year, but it failed in the Senate. 

In the Senate to-night Mr. Haggerty’s bill rela- 
tive to Brooklyn park payments in 1886 was 
passed. Mr. Hendricks’s bill for the publication 
of legislative records was discussed at some 
length. It provides for a full record of the pro- 
ceedings, except debates, to be furnished each 
day following the occurrence of events. Mr. 
Hendricks argued that the present journal was 
always a week late and veryincomplete. This 
bill, he said, provided for the fullest publicity, 
eat and promptness in relation to the rec- 
ords. 

Mr. Sloan said he understood the extra cost 
would be from $6,000 to $8,000. 

Mr. Plerce. thought $10,000 would be the mini- 
mum cost and doubted whether it would be 
worth while. 

The bill was progressed for further debate. 

The Governor’s Prison Labor Commission is 
expected to make its report to the Legislature 
this week. The commission has investigated 
thoroughly Superintendent Baker’s manage- 
ment of the State prisons.

be of the opinion that there is little or nothing 
to criticise in that management.

“Every officer duly appointed, except the Chan- 
cellor, Justices of the Supreme Court, and Cir- 
cuit Judges, who shall have duly entered on the 
duties of hig office, shall continue to discharge 
the duties thereof, although his term of office 
shall have expired, until a successor in such 
office shall be duly qualified.”

TWO PERSECUTED WOMEN. 


THE CRUEL BOYCOTTING OF THE CUR- 
TIN GIRLS IN COUNTY KERRY. 

DvuBLIN, Jan. 31.—The troubles between 
the moonlighters and the Curtin family at Mola- 
haffe, near Tralee, County Kerry, are being re- 
vived. Early in November, 1885, a band of 
moonlighters, 12 in number, all armed and 
masked, broke into the house of Mr. Curtin, 
President of the Molahaffee branch of the Na- 
tional League and a small farmer. The family, 
consisting of Mr, Curtin, his two sons and two 
daughters, were in bed. The moonlighters de- 
mandeéd all the arms in the house, and Daniel 


Curtin, one of the sons, was compelled, 
with the muzzle of 8 rifle against his back, to go 
through the house and point out the place where 
the family concealed their weapons. The boy 
managed to mislead the moonlighters following 
him and to give the rest of tne family opportu- 
nity to arm themselves and attack the invaders. 
A desperate fight ensued, in which the elder 
Curtain, 65 years old, shot and killed a moon- 
lighter, subsequently identified as a neighbor 
named Sullivan, and was himself mor- 
tally wounded. Several of the other moon- 
lighters were more or_ less hurt, and 
many of them were identified by the 
Curtin girls, who took an active part inthe 
struggle and succeeded in tearing the masks 
from the faces of nearly all the invaders. Intne 
trial which followed the events of that night the 
Misses Curtin identified the Captain of the 
moonlighters as Teddy Casey, son of a farmer 
living at Firies, and identified one of his com- 
mand as his brother Jeremiah; two more as 
brothers named Sullivan, and two others as Ter- 
ence McMahon and John Spring. All these men 
were well known and in good standing. The 
trial caused profound bitterness against the Cur- 
tins. They declared that the enmity of the 
moonlighters was due to the fact that Mr. Cur- 
tin always paid his rent. The moonlighters, on 
the other hand, asserted that they had enter- 
tained no hostility against the Curtins; that the 
expedition to collect arms had for its purpose the 
arming of the pepe gt for resistance to perse: 
cution, and claimed that the fight in which 
Mr. Curtin was killed was unnecessarily pro- 
voked by himself shooting at the men, who 
meant no violence to him, and by the 
desperate attempts of himself and family 
to unmask the invaders. Popular sym- 
pathy was almost entirely on the 
side of the defendants in the trials, 
and the Curtin girls, who persisted in testifying 
against the prisoners for murdering their father, 
were continuously subjected to the most exasper- 
ating bg! teape y In January, 1886, it required 
no less than 40 special policemen to protect the 
young women from violence, even during the 
service of mass in the church of Firies, which 
they attended. On one of these occasions, al- 
though Father O’Connor read an ordinance from 
the pn 9 forbidding the celebration of mass in 
the church unless the demonstrations against the 
Curtin girls ceased, that mass was uninterrupted, 
but as soon as the congregation was dis- 
missed the people assembled outside to hoot the 
Misses Curtin as they passed out. The crowd 
had to be dispersed by the police and the girls 
had to be escorted home by a large force of ofti- 
cers. The women of the church, after the de- 
parture of the police with the Misses Curtin, 
rushed into the church despite the piteous im- 

loring of Father O’Connor, broke up the Curtin 

amily pew into splinters, and took the frag- 
ments outside and burried them. This state of 
feeling against the Curtins has been kept alive 
ever since, and it having been reported recently 
that the family, unable any longer to stand the 
boycott, were about to give up the lease of their 
farm and move away, the insults at church 
have been renewed in aggravated form, and 
notices have been posted at Firies, Molahaffe, 
-and Tralee warning all persons against taking 
their farm under penalty of succeeding to the 
same boycott. 
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A WESTERN CHARITY RELIEF PLAN.

He now places 
in the care of the association securities to 
the amount of $40,000, which with that part of 
the income therefrom applicable to its increase 
will become ere long a fund, if well administered, 
of $100,000. One-third of the net income, after 
expenses are paid, may be annually appropri- 
ated as gifts or loans to worthy poor in small 
sums, or if by loans, at 6 per cent. interest under 
rules adopted by the Trustees, and thé balance 
of income not 80 expended shall be added to the 
tunds of thecorporation until they shallamount 
to $100,000, and thereafter one-half of the in- 
come shall he devoted to the same objects of 
charity and benevolence as above provided, until 
the property of the corporation shall amount to 
$200,000. After that time the whole of the in- 
come may be devoted to loans, gifts, and charity 
under restrictions set forth.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


Fire broke out yesterday morning in the front 
building of the Metropolitan car stables, in Boston, 
which is used as a waiting room, with a conductors’ 
room overhead. ‘This portion was burned to the 
ground, but the firemen saved the long shed and 
stables in the rear. Half a dozen cars were burned 
and many others were scorched. The horses, nearly 
200 in number, were liberated when the fire was dis- 
covered, and some of them have not yet been recov- 
ered. The fire is supposed to have been started by 
an overheated stove. The loss is roughly estimated 
at from $8,000 to $10,000, and is fully covered by in- 
surance. 


At Mackinac Island, St. Ignace, Mich., Sunday 
night while the mercury was 30° below zero, fire 
broke out in Truscott’s saloon. The flames spread 
rapidly and inafew minutes the Carson House, the 
Mackinac House, Dominick Murray’s general store, 
Siegfried Highsten’s peneet store, and William P. 
Preston’s saloon and J ustice’s office were one mass of 
flames. There ia no fire protection at the island and 
nothing was saved, The guests at the Mackinac 
House barely oneness with theirlives. There was 
no insurance and the loss it set at $60,000. 


A fire last evening at Newburg, N. Y., destroyed 
one of the large three-story brick buildings belong- 
ing to Chadwick Brothers’ rotary fh ane’ with 
its contents. The loss is estimated at $60,000, par- 
tially covered by insurance. John McVey, John 
Kissam, and two other employes named Weinert 
and Malone were severely burned about the face 
and arms in making their escape from the building. 


Fire yesterday morning at Riegelsville, Penn., 
destroyed Bean & Stover'’s vet Boy | and grocery 
store and T. T. Bean’s shoe factory. The two firms 
lose about $5,000, each of which is partly covered by 
insurance. At Lower Mount Bethel yesterday the 
barn of John Mann was burned, together with five 
horses, farming implements, and crops. Loss, $6,000. 


Dr. Mansan’s drug store and stock, Qualla’s 
brick and frame buildings, Labine’s frame barber 
shop, and Rasquinette &Co.’s meat market and 
stook were burned at Red Jacket, Mich., Sunday.

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ABBETTS WILD ANXIETY 


ALMOST DESERTED, HE KEEPS 
UP A PLUOKY FIGHT. 
DEFECTIONS AMONG THE DEMOCRATS 

MAKE THE REPUBLICANS ALMOST 
HOPEFUL OF WINNING AT LAST. 
TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 31.~—The situation 
here to-night as regards the Senatorial contest 
remains practically unchanged. The Republicans 
are, if anything, more hopeful, while the Demo- 
crats are more.anxious. The air isfull of rumors, 
but they are all of a character to cause uneasi- 
ness to Mr. Abbett. So far there has not been 
the breath ofa suspicion that any Republican can 
be induced under any conceivable circumstances 
to vote for him, whilethere are a dozen stories 
continually afloat that certain Democrats are 
by no means sure to vote for Abbett when he 
will need them most. So long as it amuses Mr, 
Abbett to have their votes in his informal joint 
meetings they are willing to please him, but 
when the decisive vote is given he need not be 
too sure of their support. 
Such are the rumors. Like most creatures of 
the air, little dependence isto be placed on them. 
However, they worry the ex-Governor and give 


an uncertainty to all his calculations that is ex- 
ceedingly unpleasant. It must be said for him, 
however, that he is to the last degree plucky. 
The last man to give up his ht will be 
Leon Abbett. It seems almost pitiful to see how 
utterly alone he has been left in this canvass. 
Scarcely a prominent Democrat in the State is 
to be seen here to-night. About the only men he 
has to help him are men whom he appointed 
to office during his three years of service 
as Governor. These men he summons 
hither by letter or wire, and they 
come and stand around and make some show of 
“booming” Abbett, but all the time tiey do it 
with an ill grace that betokens a lack of hearty 
interest in the cause of their master. The Dem- 
ocrats who in years past had a national reputa- 
tionin the councils of their party are conspic- 
uously absent. 

On the other hand, the town is to-night full of 
leading Republicans from all over the State, all 
anxious to do everything in their power to wrest 
victory from the jaws of defeat. Senator Sewell 
is here himself, serene and confident; ex-Con- 

essmen George A. Halsey and Benjamin F. 

owey, ex-Senator Cattell, ex-State Senator 





Hobart, and a score of other rom- 
inent and influential leaders are all on 
hand, eager to work, while the 


Democrats are torn with dissensions and the 
bitterest of feuds, the Republicans are a unit in 
aiming at one point—Republican success. They 
have their individual preferences, but they will 
sink all for the general good. Gen. Sewell’s 
friends still hope against hope that he mor 
again lead them to victory, but he and they will 
hold up their hands to support any other Repub- 
lican who can win where he cannot. 

But no other Republican will be a rival to Gen. 
Sewell. There is and has been from the first a 
strong demand for William Walter Phelps to 
enter the lists in competition with the present 
Senator, from the fact that he is and always has 
been independent and on the side of the people 
where corporate legislation came up. e has 
even gone so far as to dispose of his 
great blocks of railroad stocks and bonds since 
he re-entered Congress, so that now he holds 
neither stocks nor bonds of any of the railroads 
running in or through New-Jersey. But Mr. 
Phelps has uniformly declined and still declines 
to be a candidate so long as Gen. Sewell thinks 
he has any chance of re-election. He has 
been most generous and cordial in his 
support of the Senator’s canvass. There is no 
risk in —— prediction that Gen. Sewell 
will receive the Republican caucus nomination. 
But when the time comes, if it does come, for a 
change in candidates and leaders, it seems to be 
conceded on all sides that Mr. Phelps is most 
likely to win. Itis thought there are indepen- 
dent men on both sides who would like to have a 
new man to vote for. 

When the leading Republicans got together 
to-night and compared notes it was deemed best 
to have an extra week in which to perfect their 
plans to win the Senatorship. According- 
ly the organization of the Senate was again 
postponed until to-morrow,when the Republican 
caticus decided to-night it should organize. The 
joint meeting will therefore not be held until 
Feb. 16. Mr. Abbett may well be dismayed at 
the prospect of waiting two whole weeks more 
for the ballot which shall decide his fate in New- 
Jersey politics. Some of the “boys” will have 
to go on short rations or subsist on promises. 

‘rhe ex-Governor is the champion promise 
maker in New-Jersey. In about two weeks lots 
of his promises will go to protest, as large num- 
bers have already, according to scores of disap- 
pointed Democrats everywhere. Just at pres- 
ent he is promising the Senatorial nomination in 
Monmouth County next Fall to both Senator 
Chattle and Assemblyman Throckmorton, in 
hopes of winning their votes now. This is 
about the only card he can play with any hope 
of winning iu this little game, and it is believed 
that the appeal to his ambition will capture Mr. 
Throckmorton after awhile. The Abbett men 
are already boasting of their probable success 
in this matter, while they laugh fo think the 
same trick can be played on twomen at the 
same time. 

Ex-Gov. Bedle has some strong backing that 
Abbett wots not of. This will be brought to 
bear powerfully in his behalf, and his friends are 
confident that instead of losing the sup- 
port of Messrs. Chattle and  Throck- 
morton their ranks will be reinforced by 
new recruits. Moreover, Mr. Abbett’s flerce 
talk against any one daring to become 
his rival, and his threats tosmash things and 
elect a Republican rather than to let any other 
Democrat win, have provoked certain Demo- 
crats to estimate that two can play at that 
kind of a game and that perhaps some Demo- 
crats may smash the Abbett slate and help 
elect a Republican rather than let Abbett win. 
‘s°*Tis a pretty quarrel, my masters.”

ANOTHER PLAN FOR READING. 


a ——— 
A SCHEME OF REORGANIZATION BY THE 
BONDHOLDERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 31.—The new Read- 
ing Railroad reorganization plan formulated by 
the genera! mortgage and income mortgage 
bondholders was issued this evening. It is 
claimed that a number of New-York capitalists 
have signified their willingness to come in under 
this plan, and will subscribe capital to a fund to 
be raised for the purpose of buying in the road 
at foreclosure sale. 

The plan provides for the issue of 844,000,000 
new improvement mortgage 4 per cent. bonds to 
run for 560 years. Of this issue $35,521,700 will 


be reserved for payment of the consolidated 
mortgage of 1871, and mortgages prior thereto, 
the improvement mortgage of 1873, and the 
real estate lines of the railroad com- 

any, leaving $3, ,000 as a reserve 
‘or working capital, $2,478,300 to re- 
deem collaterals, and $3,000,000 for 
betterments and Ro gy A new general 
mortgage of $31,000,000 at 5 per cent., to ru 
for 50 yeara, will be issued for present gener 
mortgage bonds, and general mortgage and 
Perkiomen scrip and accrued interest to July, 
1887, control of property to descend to next 
lower interest on which five years’ consecutive 
interest has not been paid on receipt by this 
mortgage of its regular interest for flve consecu- 
tive years. 

Should it be found possible at the time of re- 
organization to sell at $95 and interest, or bet- 
ter, $43,000,000 new general mortgage 4 per 
cent. bonds, (part of the following mort- 
gage,) the right is reserved to do so 
and to pay off at $100 and accrued in- 
terest all general mortgage bonds, also all im- 
provement bonds subject to call. In that 
event, control of the railroad is to be held by the 
first preferred stock and descend as provided 
above. The mortgage will be for $100,000,000 
in new general mortgage 4 per cent. bonds, run- 
ning 70 years, and taking up present issues and 
providing for betterments and equipments. 

The new Reading Railroad Company snall have 
the powerto issue and sell all stocks, bonds, 
scrips, or issues of any kind that are not taken 
up by the owners thereof under this plan. This 
power, it is estimated, will bring into the treas- 
ury of the new company from $3,000,000 to 
$5,000,000, which, under the syndicate plan, 
now goes to the personal benefit of the 
syndicate. A committee of five shall be ap- 
pointed to carry this plan into effect, three of 
whom shall be chosen from the general mortgage 
bondholders and two from the income mortgage 
bondholders, with power to add two from the 
first series 5 per cent. bondholders, should they 
deem it advisable. The compensation of the Chair- 
man shall not exceed $6,000 a year, and that of 
other members $3,000. The plan is based on 
foreclosure. The Real Estate ritle Insurance 
and Trust Company has consented to receive 
all bonds and stocks for safekeeping, issue nego- 
tiable receipts for same, and receive all assess- 
ments, which they will hold subject to the order 
of the committee, for the sum of $20,000. As- 
sents to the plan will close on Feb. 21. 


LIENS ON WABASH. 
SPRINGFIELD, I1., Jan. 31.—Three bills in 
chancery were filed in the Federal Circuit 
Court to-day against the Wabash, 8t. Louis 
and Pacific Railroad Company and Receivers 
Humphreys and Tutt. In one of them 


James R. Jessup, of New-York, and Isaac 
H. Knox, of St. Louis, are complainants. This 
one applies to the Toledo, Peoria and 
Western branch of the Wabash, and sets 





forth that at’ the time of the execution 
of the so-called consolidated mortgage 
on the Wabash property this branch 


line was subject to several mortgages on sec- 
tional portions thereof, executed to BE. D. 
Morgan, to the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company, and to others, aggregating over 
$5,000,000, and asking that the property of tne 
defendants, including an equitable portion 
of the rolling stock received by the Wabash 
Company and by the Receivers, Humphreys and 
Tutt, be decreed to be held subject to the prior 
vet of the fractional mortgages described in the 

ill. 

One of the other bills, in which Jessup alone is 
complainant, applies to the Great Western Rail- 
road of 1859, extending from Naples and Mere- 
dosia, through Springfield and Decatur, to the 
eastern boundary of the State, and sets forth that 
at the time of the execution of the so-cailed 
consolidated mortgage, this porition of the 
Wabash property wae under a mortgage of 
$2,500,000, issued to extinguish a still earlier 
mortgage. The bill prays that the consolidated 
mortgage be decreed to be a lien on all the 
Wabash property, subject to the prior lien here 
referred to. 

The second billin which Jessup alone is com- 
plainant applies to the portion of the Wabash 
Road extending trom Warsaw to Clayton, IIL, 
describes various mortgages issued on that por- 
tion of the road previous to the execution of the 
consolidated mortgage, and asks that the con- 
solidated mortgage be decreed a lien subject to 
the priority of the bonds referréd to.

CUT BY THE MANITOBA. 

St. Pau, Minn., Jan. 31.—At a special 
meeting of the Local Passenger Association the 
following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That in view of the fact that the St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba Railway, through 
its agent, has declined to become a member of our 
association, and has issued independent rates, “cut 
rates,” to points reached by lines in this associa- 
tion, it is the request of this association 
that Eastern lines and rate associations shall 
decline to recognize any rate quoted py the Manito- 
ba Railway less than rates named in the St. Paul 
and Minneapolis joint rate sheet, and that they fur- 
ther decline to use any local rates quoted by the said 
road which may have the effect of cutting rates to 
common points or competitive territory. 

This move is intended to prevent the Manitoba 
from doing any cutting except on local business. 
It may sell tickets from St. Paul or Minneapolis 
to Portland at reduced rates, but not from 
Chicago or New-York, as the associations of 
those cities are bound to respect rates promul- 
gated by the St. Paul Association. The Manitoba 
officials deny that they intend to begin arate war.

LAND TRANSFER REFORM. 





THE BAR ASSOCIATION DISCUSSING THE 
BLOCK AND LOT SYSTEMS. 

Members of the Bar who visited the meet- 
ing room of the Bar Association last evening, in 
response to an invitation from the Committee on 
Land Transfer Reform, ranged themselves into 
two faetions. One faction surrounded Dwight 
Olmstead. The other clustered inthe neighbor- 
hood of Edwin W. Coggeshall and John} H. 
Riker. 

Mr. Olmstead was a member of the State Land 
Transfer Commission, and he has prepared a bill 
for indexing by blocks every instrument affect- 
ing the title to land in this city. Messrs. Cogges+ 
hall and Riker, with Charles B. Strong and Charles 
fF. Southmayd, were members of the same 
commission, and they have prepared a Dill 
for indexing according tothe lots marked on 
the city tax maps. The latter bill was ap- 


proved by the Bar Association last April and 
is now before the Legislature. To anticipate 
legislative action on it Mr. Olmstead’s sup- 
porters at the last regular meeting _ of 
the association procured the appointment 
of a committee composed of Herbert B. 
Turner, J. Murray Mitchell, Elizur B. Hinsdale, 
©. Ellery Anderson, Austin Abbott, Victor Mora- 
wetz, and Francis T. Garrettson, to make a gen- 
eral inquiry into the subject of indexing, with 
the aid of all the experienced conveyancers who 
were willing to come forward and give their 
views. 

To the end that their inquiry might not be 
made nugatory by the action of the Legislature 
before they could prepare areport, this com- 
mittee requested the legislative committees, 


before which the Lot Indexing bill is 
pending, to delay their proceedings. This 
notification irritated Commissioners Cogges- 
hall, Riker, Strong, and Southmayd. who 


had made ready to argue the matter before the 
legislative committees, and atthe meeting last 
evening a protest signed by them and their sup- 
porters against any further action being taken by 
the committee until the association could be 
asked at a special meeting whether if 
still adhered to the opinion in favor of the lot 
system expressed in its resolution adopted in 
April last. But the committee decided to go on 
and hear what the advocates of the two systems 
had to say. 

Col. James M. Varnum gave a historical re- 
view of the controversy, tracing it through the 
Real Estate Exchange and Bar Association, as 


well as the councils of the Land Transfer 
Commissioners, up to the _ Legislature, 
and pointing out that, while in _ the 


beginning all the persons who had examined the 
subject were in favor of the block system of in- 
dexing, almost all of them finally espoused 
the cause of the lot system. Commis- 
sioner Coggeshall next explained the lof 
system, which, he said, would do away 
with the present system of indexing against 
names of lot owners, and its consequent evil of 
official searchers. All that was necessazgy to be 
done to put itinto operation was for the city to 
have the tax maps duplicated at an expenditure 
of $30,000. Then each grantee of a lot of 
land must, on recording his deed, direct 
the Register to index it against each 
tax map lotin which his piece of land lies, 
wholly orin part. For a city lot owner to find 
his land then was mere mathematical, or me- 
chanical, matter. Mr. Coggeshall criticlsed the 
block system as cumbrous, and as making neces- 
sary the retention of the evil of nominal index- 


g. 

J. H. V. Arnold said he was in favor of nom- 
inal indexing as the most perfect that could be 
devised, though perhaps not the most sim- 
ple. As between the block and lot sys- 
tem he was in favor of the former, as 
more nearly approaching simplicity. He was 
particularly averse to that rule under the lot 
system, which would deprive a grantee of that 
part of his land lying within the boundaries of a 
be map lot against which his deed was not in- 

exed. 

John Duer came forward as an advocate of the 
lot system and ridiculed nominal indexing be- 
cause, as registers are not polyglot persons, the 
— of foreigners are commonly wrongly in- 

exed., 

Fordham Morris talked against the applica- 
tion of either the block or lot system to the an- 
nexed district, considering the present farm 
boundary and nominal system better. Butif he 
had to choose between them he preferred the 
block system asthe simpler. Henry L. Clinton

BROKEN THIS WEEE. 

THE LABOR MEMBERS OF THE LEGIS- 
LATURE FREE TO VOTE AS THEY 
PLEASE--RUMORS OF BRIBERY. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 31.—There was the 
géame confusion in the Legislature to-day that 
there was on Saturday, and as a result an agree- 
ment was made between the representatives of 
both parties, prepared in a formal way by Sena- 
tors Huston and Sellers, that there should be an 
informal vote of 14 members of the House and 14 
of the Senate, that no other roll should be called, 
and?that in consequence of the apparent lack of 
® quorum the convention should adjourn. When 
it was called to order there were several hun- 
dred spectators present in the galleries and on 
the floor. President Smith announced the names 
of the Senators, and Speaker Sayre those of the 
Representatives who would be called, stating 
that this was done by an agreement which, how- 
ever, would not appear on the records. 

Senator Sellers—Mr. President, I move that 
the roll call of the two houses and the reading 
of the journal be dispensed with. 

President Smith—The Senator from White 
moves to dispense with the roll call— 

Mr. Smith proceeded no further, for Speaker 
Sayre very promptly called his attention to the 

*factthat by the terms of the compromise he, 

and not the President of the Senate, was to put 
all motions. It wasevidently an oversight, and 
no discourtesy was intended, and both gentlemen 
oined in the laugh which followed this little 
arent The names of the 14 Senators were 
then called, and they voted—9 for Turpie and 


5 for Harrison. Fourteen members of the 
House were then called, including the four inde- 
vendents, and they voted—5 for Turpie, 5 for 

arrison, and 4 for Allen. The total vote was 
then announced—Turpie, 14; Harrison, 10; 
Allen, 4. 

“There is no quorum, and consequently no 
election,” said Senator Smith, and the conven- 
tion then adjourned by an unanimous vote. 

There is a general feeling now, on what ground 
does not seem to be very well understood, that 
the Senatorial deadlock will reach some sort of a 
conclusion this week. Probably one main reason 
for it is that the directory of the Labor Party 
met yesterday and reconsidered the vote of cen- 
sure against the Labor members who would not 
vote for Allen, and allowed it to be known that 
hereafter all Labor members could vote as they 
pleased without prejudice. The reason for this 

ction is that the Legislative Committee of the 

<nights of Labor have a number of bills beforethe 
two branches which they are extremely anxious 
Ahould pass, and they have called upon the labor 
assemblies to cease meddlingin politics and turn 
their influence in the direction of securing need- 
ed legislation. The Legislative Committee de- 
clares that the dictation in political matters is 
engendering prejudice against organized labor, 
and that a continuation of the deadlock through 
fealty to Allen willretard the passage of laws 
which otherwise would be passed, to the advan- 
tage of labor interests and laboring men, A

DAMAGING ADMISSIONS MADE BY A 
BELL OFFICIAL. 


CuicaGco, Jan. 31.~The Evening Journal 
has another article respecting the priority of 
the Meucci claim to the telephone invention, 
and says: The &tories of the Meucci claim 
came to the ears of the Bell Company three 
years ago, and with due respect for the menace 
which it made of possible disclosures regarding 
the same, which were not altogether pleasant, 
their attorneys were instructed to get posses- 
sion of the same if possible. A sworn state- 
ment of Mr. William W. Goodwin, of Philadel- 
phia, says that on or about the 2d day of August 
a gentleman named Mr, E. B. Welch, an official 
of the Bell Telephone Company, No. 95 Milk- 
street, Boston, Mass., and President of 


the Mexican Bell Telephone Company, 
wrote a confidential letter to Antonio 
Meucci, who was at Staten Island, asking for a 
statement of the details of his invention, and re- 

uesting an early answer. Mr. Meucci referred 

T. Welch to his friends and attorneys, Messrs. 
Lemni and Bertolino, under date of Aug, 4, to 
whom, Aug. 9, 1883, Mr. Welch responded, say- 
ing that he would like copies of the caveat that 
had been filed by the Italian; also would like to 
learn whether Mr. Meucci made any telephones 
at the time or before filing the caveat. ‘ I would 
like to make an arrangement,” continued Mr. 
Welch’s letter, ‘‘ with you as his attorneys, to 
bring out his inventions and to defend his rights.” 

To this the Meucci attorneys replied, inclosing 
copies of caveats. Thereupon Welch telegraphed, 
under date of Aug. 15,1883, asking them to 
name lowest price, also saying “better Keep open 
for offer; can sell here.” On Aug. 14 Messrs. 
Lemni and Bertalino wrote a letter of explana- 
tion of Meucci’s inventions. On the 28th of the 
same month the attorneys telegraphed Welch: 
“Last offer received, $180,000; can you raise 
it?” The same day Welch telegraphed: “Can 
get much larger sum than offer you report; letter 
mailed this evening.” The letter mentioned was 
received next day, and read as follows: ‘I tele- 
graphed you to-day asking you for lowest price, 
telling you to keep open for offer; can sell here; 
also think for der tauerant, as wellas for Meucci’s 
to give me a chance to makea negotiation here.’ 
In a letter dated Boston, Aug. 15, 1883, Welch 
said, among other things: 

“Tf you have good and sufficient evidence to estab- 
lish the fact that Mencci madea telephone (one or 
more) in 1871, 1872, and 1873, and described the 
same in a caveat filed in the Patent Office, I am de- 
cidedly of the opinion that his rights can be sold for 
a much larger sum than namedin your telegram re- 
ceived this evening, viz., $180,000, andif you and 
Mr. Meucci will agree to give me one-half of the 
amount that I can sell it for over $180,000 I shall be 
very glad to undertake the negotiation without any 
expense to you or to Mr. Meucei. If Mr. 
Meucci’s claims, as stated in your letter received 
this morning can be substantiated by ample evi- 
dence, he antedates not only Bell but Drawbaugh 
and McDonough also, and $180,000 is too small a sum 
of money to sell his rights for at thistime. I would 
be glad to have you telegraph me to-morrow whether 
ag are disposed to entertain my proposition. I will

THE GRAIN TRADE IN ENGLAND. 
LONDON, Jan. 31.—The Mark Lane Express, in 
its weekly review of the British grain trade, says: 


“The deliveries of English wheat continue to be in 
bad condition, making values generally lower. 
Sound wheat, however, maintains rates. The usual 
comparison of sales of English wheat is not given 
this week. Country flouris cheaper, owing to the 
excessive suppl of foreign rands. he re- 
ceipts of breadstuffs at London ca the 
week equaled 108,385 quarters. The wheat 
was mostly American. Corn is cheaper. Oats 
have declined 3d. Linseed has gained 6a. Seven 
cargoes of wheat arrived; five cargoes were sold, 
eight were withdrawn, and three remained. At to- 
day’s market there was no demand for wheat; for- 
eign was 6d. lower; English, if in bad conditjon, was 
unsalable. Flour was in large supply and 6d. lower. 
Corn was quiet. Barleys were weaker. Oats were 
dull and 6d. cheaper.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION 
BILL. 

It is desirable that the Legislature should 

act promptly in passing a bill providing for 


the Constitutional Convention. If heed is 


to be given to the objection pointed out by 
Mr. WitxtERs to holding the election for 
delegates in April or May provision should 
be made, if possible, for holding it before 
the end of March.

In that case a special election 
would have to be held in order to avoid 
the very serious objection to having the 
question of constitutional changes over- 


whelmed in the Presidential canvass 
of next year. To a _ special election 
there are also grave objections. It would 


involve an extra expense which might well 
be avoided. It is extremely difficult to get 
out a full vote at_a special election held for 
the sole purpose of passing upon amend- 
ments to the Constitution, and a full vote 
will be very desirable in this instance. 
Moreover, the preliminary movements of the 
Presidential canvass are likely to begin 
early next year, and a special election in 
the first months of that year might be some- 
what disturbed by political operations. If 
it is possible the revision of the Constitu- 
tion should be ready for submission to the 
people at the regular election in November. 
Even an election for delegates in April 
seems to us far less objectionable than car- 
tying over the revised Constitution to 
another year before submitting it to a vote. 

There is really no good ground for delay 
in the action of the Legislature. There is 
nothing upon which a controversy is at all 
likely to be raised unless it be upon the 
number of delegates to be chosen and the 
manner of electing them. There is a very 
general agreement that a large convention 
is not desirable. That of 1867 was too 
large for effective working. A full rep- 
resentation of the people can be as well 
secured by the election of 128. delegates 
as by a larger number, and a multipli- 
cation of numbers will only increase 
confusion and profitless talk. As to the 
manner of choosing delegates it is generally 
admitted that every practicable provision 
should be made for minority representa- 
tion, and that partisan considerations 
‘should be excluded so far as possible. It is 
inevitable that nominations will be made 
by party organizations, as they have the 
machinery ready for the purpose, and no 
other convenient general organization of 

















the people exists for calling nominating 
conventions. It will not be worth while to 
start any contention by proposing unusual 
methods for securing the representation of 
minorities in proportion to their strength. 

The bill already introduced in the Assem- 
bly by Speaker Hustep provides for a con- 
vention of 128 members and for a method 
of election which would secure minority 
representation so far as now seems prac- 
ticable. The bill provides for 32 dele- 
gates at large, only 16 of whom can be 
voted for by any one elector. This would 
enable each of the political parties to send 
16 of their ablest and most representative 
men as delegates of the people of the State 
at large. Outside of this city and Brook- 
lyn there is no considerable body of 
voters organized apart from the two 
political parties. For such as_ there 
may be it would be difficult to devise 
a plan which would secure them the oppor- 
tunity of separate representation. They 
will have their customary facilities for ex- 
ercising their influence upon the nomina- 
tion and election of representatives through 
the action of the regular organizations. 
Workingmen, Prohibitionists, &c., where 
they are in considerable force, may be able 
to secure delegates by co-operation with 
those most in sympathy with them in the 
Senate districts. The bill provides for the 
election of three delegates from each of the 
Senate districts outside of those comprised 
mainly in New-York and Brooklyn, only 
two of whom can be voted for by any one 
elector. This will secure a representative 
for the minority in each district. 

In these two large cities, where the work- 
ingmen have strong organizations, a pro- 
vision is made which would enable them to 
secure one-third of the delegates. In the 
seven Senate districts included in New- 
York and Richmond County 21 delegates 
would be chosen by general ticket, only 
7 to be voted for by the same elector. 
In the three districts of Kings County 9 
would be chosen on the same principle. 
This would secure an entirely adequate rep- 
resentation of the only large third party, in 
the only part of the State in which it seems 
practicable to do so. We see no reason 
why this plan should not be satisfac- 


tory to all parties. The bill has 
been very carefully prepared by a 
joint committee of those associations 


which were mainly instrumental in awaken- 
ing interest in behalf of holding a Con- 
stitutional Convention and in securing the 
unprecedentedly large vote in favor of it. 
The Legislature cannot do better than to 
accept this bill substantially as it was pre- 
sented, and so dispose of the subject prompt- 
ly. As the bill stands it provides for the 
election of delegates on the first Tuesday 
of April and the meeting of the convention 
on the first Tuesday of May. If April is 
deemed an unfavorable time for the elec- 
tion it would be better to set the date back 
one week than to set it forward two months. 
All depends upon the harmony and prompt- 
ness with which the Legislature acts. 





LIMITED LICENSE. 

The present Excise Commissioners have 
vindicated their appointment by making 
very nearly the best use possible of the dis- 
cretion given to them under the law. Their 
predecessors held that their business was to 
promote the sale and drinking of liquors, 
and one of them had the impudence to 
testify that he approved of licensed concert 
saloons in the interest of the ‘‘ working- 
man” who found in them agreeable resorts. 
The new Commissioners have nearly trebled 
the price of a license to sell spirituous 
liquors, raising it from $75 to $200, 
allowing the license for ale and beer 
to remain where it was fixed at $30. The 
former change is undoubtedly in the right 
direction, but it may be doubted whether 
the estimates of its effect are not altogether 
too sanguine. One of these is that it will 
diminish by one-fourth the number of liquor 
saloons in operation. Considering the 
average cost of fitting up a liquor saloon, 
including rent, stock, and fixtures, it 
is very questionable whether the ad- 
dition to this amount of $125 will 
deter any considerable number of appli- 
cants. It must be remembered that the 
greater number,’ or at least a very great 
number, of saloons are not owned outright 
by: their keepers, but are fitted up with 
money advanced by brewers and wholesale 
liquor dealers, who take a mortgage on the 
stock and fixtures and an agreement to keep 
their respective brands of liquor and beer as 
security fortheir investment. The addition 
of $125 to their outlay would be more likely 
to result in a still further cheapening of the 
liquid sold, to the injury of the drinker, than 
in a diminution in the number of applica- 
tions for licenses. 

We have already commended the princi- 
ple of the bill introduced into the Legisla- 
ture by Mr. Crossy. That bill will, of 
course, encounter the united opposition of 
the liquor interest, and probably of the 
brewing interest also. Though it discrim- 
inates much more strongly than the present 
law in favor of malt as against distilled 
liquors, the license for malt liquors is 


increased by it from $30 to $100, 
and this advance the beer sellers 
and their backers, the brewers, would 


strenuously object to paying. The fee 
of $1,000 for a _ full license would 
undoubtedly operate in favor of the large 
saloons, whose owners are oftenest sent by 
discerning constituencies to the State and 
Municipal Legislatures. Any law that 
would really restrict the traffic would 
necessarily be favorable to them by sending 
tothem the customers of such dealers ascould 
not afford to pay the advance. As the pre- 
cise effect of the advance in this respect is 
uncertain, whereas the unpleasantness of 
paying $1,000 in place of $75 is certain, 
they are almost sure to oppose the increase. 
Any high license measure that amounts to 
anything can be carried only by a public 
pressure stronger than that of the liquor 
interest. 

Since it is thus idle to attempt conciliat- 
ing the liquor dealers by any compromise, 
it is questionable whether a bill. consider- 
ably more radical than Mr. CrosBy’s would 
not have a better chance of success by en- 
listing a stronger interest among the re- 
spectable part of the community. Any ex- 
cise bill proceeds upon the theory that the 
liquor traffic is a dangerous trafic which 
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‘must be subjected to strict regulation 


and limitation. Nobody who is in favor 
of any excise law at all regards it 
as merely a measure of revenue, though 
no doubt the revenue derived from 
it is an important consideration. It is 
mainly a measure of police, and should be 
so drawn and so enforced as to reduce to 
the lowest hmit the class of men who are to 
get their living exclusively by the sale of 
liquor, whether as saloon keepers or as bar- 
tenders. The excessive influence of this 
class in politics, on the one hand. and its 
near relation to the criminal classes on the 
other make it a highly dangerous class, 
and it is against this class rather than 
against the drinking habits of the com- 
munity that the anti-saloon movement 
is directed. A high license would undoubt- 
edly reduce it, but a limited license would 
reduce it still more. Everybody will agree 
that there are at least ten times as many 
liquor saloons in this city as are needed for 
the public convenience. If the number of 
licenses were fixed at one-tenth of the num- 
ber now issued much good would assuredly 
result, and it is hard to see how any harm 
or any injustice would be done. The liquor 
dealers would of course fight such 
a bill with all their might, but so they 
would Mr. Crossy’s or any bill that 
threatened to restrict their traffic. If it 
were carried, the licenses permitted to be 
issued under it should be sold to the 
highest bidders among those who produced 
credentials of character and responsibility 
sufficient to satisfy the Excise Board. The 
men thus licensed would shortly become 
like the licensed victualers in England, an 
association having the strongest interest 
in detecting and punishing the sale of 
liquor without a license, and would assume 
this part of the duties of the police and of 
the Excise Beard. It will notdo to say that 
such a law excepts the liquor traffic from 
the operation of the law of supply and de- 
mand, for any excise law assumes that this 
traffic cannot be left to the operation of 
those laws. The only objection we can see 
to such a project is that its adoption may 
be impracticable. It would have the same 
support and the same opposition as 
Mr. Crosspy’s or any bill for high 
license, and if one be impracticable the 
other is likely to be found equally so. The 
main difference is that the object sought by 
both would be much more completely at- 
tained by a limited license than by a merely 
high license, while the sale of licenses at 
auction to authorized bidders would pro- 
duce for the city whatever revenue the 
liquor traffic can aftord to pay. 





TRADE DEPRESSION. 


Nearly all the Governments of the great 
commercial nations are or lately have been 
engaged in studying the extent, char- 
acter, and causes of the trade de- 
pression which has prevailed more 
or less uniformly for the last three years. 
Elaborate reports have been submitted by 
the Royal Commission in England. Con- 
sular reports, many of them very carefully 
prepared, have been published by the 
French Government, and like docu- 
ments, though less in number and im- 
portance, by the German Government. A 
work semi-official in its character is “La 
Crise,” by M. PIRMEZ, ex-Home Secretary 
and President of the National Bank in 
Belgium. And in our own country 
Senator BLArIR’s portentous investigation 
was followed by one under the charge of 
Representative CURTIN, of Pennsyivania. 
The increased activity and brighter busi- 
ness Outlook in this country during the 
closing months of the year 1886 have 
tended to lessen somewhat our immediate 
interest in these inquiries, but the conclu- 
sions reached are to a considerable extent 
of permanent value. 

So far as the results of these inquiries 
have been made public they are conclusive 
as to the existence and wide spread of com- 
mercial depression, but are not at all deti- 
nite as to its causes and stillless so as to 
any remedy thatmay be applledtoit. The 
depression has shown itself most in a gen- 
eral fall of prices, followed by decrease in 
the relative amount of exchanges, by a 
great falling off or complete cessation of 
profits, and, later, by a fall in the 
rates of wages and a much greater 
fall in the total annual revenue 
of the wage-earning class. Measured by 
the latter feature, which is certainly the 
most important and the most regrettable, 
the depression has been most keenly felt in 
France and Belgium. Measured by the 
decrease in the money volume of trade and 
in profits, England appears to have suffered 
most. Germany has not had a uniform ex- 
perience with any of the other coun- 
tries or throughout its entire popu- 
lation. The agricultural classes have 
suffered a good deal; the manufacturing 
classes have been prosperous in some direc- 
tions and badly hurt in others; the trading 
classes have suffered, but not so acutely, 
and the laboring classes, with great in- 
equality in their condition, are on the 
whole better off than they were ten years 
ago. 

The explanation of it is not simple, be- 
cause the causes are many and complex. 
The prime cause, which, however, is not 
generally recognized, isthe enormous waste 
that has taken place in’ war and in prepara- 
tions for war in the lasttwenty years. The 
chief of these were the German wars from 
1866 to 1871 and the Russo-Turkish war 
ot 1877. The immediate consequence of 
this tremendous course of destructien 
was stimulation of trade to supply or 
replace the materials destroyed. Then 
followed the reaction when the imme- 
diate demand ceased and when the cost 
of the destruction had to be met. This 
might have been, and probably would have 
been, overcome before now if the wars to 
which it was due had not entailed on all 
the great powers except England the neces- 
sity of maintaining great standing armies. 
The absolute burden placed on productive 
industry in this way was very great. 

Next came the ettorts of the vari- 
ous Governments, particularly Germany, 
France, Russia, and, to a less extent, Aus- 
tria, to lift their people cut of their troubles 
by protective tariffs, by subsidies, and by 
large expenditure on public works. All 





these efforts were costly and vain. They 
simply diverted the revenues taken from 
the earnings of all to help a comparative 
few, and with necessary heavy loss in the 
transfer, or they diverted capital from its 
natural employments to others where it 
tended to become unprofitable, and to leave 
those dependent on itin a worse condition 
than before. In this costly game the United 
States Government has also shared, with 
the same evil results. 

But apart from the causes which have 
been controlled or set in motion by the Gov- 
ernments, there has been another, which in 


the long run will be beneficial, but of which 


the first effect has been disturbing. This is 
the very great extension of the food prod- 
ucts of the world in the agricultural regions 
of the United States and Canada, of Austra- 
lia, and of India. The product has varied 
greatly from year to year, but the actual 
increase within ten years over any previous 
decade has been very great. It is reflected 
inthe average price of wheat, which in 
1877 was $1 27, in 1881 $1 15, and 
in 1885 only 82 cents. The effect of the 
fall and the fluctuation in prices upon the 
agricultural peoples of the Old World has 
been disastrous. It has simply reduced farm- 
ing in England and France to the lowest 
stage of vitality, and has had less, but like, 
effect in Germany and in Italy. Ultimately 
the world will adjust itself to the new con- 
ditions and be advanced by them. The diffi- 
culty at first is greater from the very cause 
which will finally aid in removing it—the 
intimate intercourse*which steam and elec- 
tricity have made not only possible, bat in- 
evitable. 

Against trade depression as it has existed, 
though happily it appears now to be near- 
ing its end, Governments can by positive 
action do nothing, while in attempting to 
aid they may seriously injure. To keep the 
public expenditure as low as is consistent 
with order and safety, to interfere as little 
as possible with the enterprise and energy 
of the people, to sanction no currency that is 
not of equal value in all parts of the world, 
and to maintain the fair and efficient ad- 
ministration of justice—these are the only 
positivelinesin which itcan help the people. 
How very far every Government, our own 
included, is from this simple standard is a 
fact which they would do well to study who 
imagine that we can be legislated out of 
the troubles into which we have fallen or 
may fall. 


MR. STORROW’S STATEMENT. 

The curious statement made by Mr. Stor- 
ROW, one of the counsel for the Bell Tel- 
ephone Company, in reply to the charges of 
fraudulent alterations in the Bell specifica- 
tion, will hardly be accepted as an adequate 
explanation. It meets only one of the points 
made in Mr. HILw’s brief, and that point, as 
Mr. Hix specifically stated in his argument, 
was not material. 

The charges made by Mr. Hii have al- 
ready been set forth in THE Times. Evi- 
dence was presented, it will be remembered, 
showing that the specification upon which 
the Bell Telephone patent was obtained 
was an exact copy at the time it was filed 
on Feb. 14, 1876, of the specification taken 
to England by GEORGE Brown for the pur- 
pose of obtaininga patent there. But Gray’s 
caveat was filed also on Feb. 14, and it 
is contended that PoLLoK and BaILey, 


———— 


BELL’s attorneys in Washington, cor- 
ruptly obtained access to this cave- 
at and stole from it Gray’s idea of 


the variable resistance current. At any 
rate, some time between Feb. 14 and March 
7, the date when the patent was issued, a 
description of the variable resistance cur- 
rent was introduced into the specification 
in the Patent Office, together with a new 
claim covering the apparatus with which 
BELL subsequently and for the first time 
obtained intelligible speech by electricity. 
The copy carried to England by GrorGE 
Brown, with which the Washington speci- 
fication agreed exactly at the time it was 
filed, contained no mention of a variable re- 
sistance current. 

Mr. STORROW’s denial fails to explain how 
it was that this important new matter crept 
into the Bell specitication subsequent to its 
filing. Heis reported to: have said that no 
changes were made in the specification other 
than those which they had a perfect 
right tomake. The fact is that as orig- 
inally filed the specifications described 
merely a multiple telegraph machine; 
as amended, it described a practical tele- 
phone. And the amendments by which this 
vital change was wrought are quite outside 
the amendments made in legal form on Feb. 
29. The court will probably use its own 
judgment in determining whether such im- 
portant changes as these are proper and law- 
ful. The point to which Mr. Srorrow 
chiefly directed his attention was the re- 
markable state of thé copy of the spec- 
ification certified April 10, 1879, and 
introduced in the Dowd case by the 
Bell Company’s attorneys. Mr. SrTor- 
RoW avers that the extensive changes 
which appear in this copy were the 
work of his own facile pen, made “ for 
convenience” merely and without any 
wicked intent to deceive. If Mr. SrorRow 
tells the truth, his statement merely takes 
this certified copy out of the case, but 
leaves the material charge of fraudulent 
alterations of the paper filed on Feb. 14 
precisely as it stood before. It is obvious 
that no explanation of what Mr. StoRRow 
did subsequent to April 10, 1879, can ac- 
count for what is proved to have taken 
place between Feb. 14 and March 7, 1876. 

But unimportant as it is in this aspect, 
Mr. Storrow’s statement still shows that 
the Bell Company’s counsel allowed them- 
selves to take singular and most unwarrant- 
able liberties with the sworn documentary 
evidence used in the infringement suits. 
The certified copy of April 10, 1879, was 
made and'sworn to in the Patent Office. 
Before it was printed to be used in the 
Dowd case Mr. StorRoW admits that he 
made a most extensive series of erasures and 
interlineations in it. It was printed with 
his amendments, but it was not until “the 
court and public had been deceived by 
these alterations and the false copy used in 
the Dowd case had been used several times 
in other cases” that he took measures to 


have a correct photographic copy obtained: 


showing the specification as it exist- 
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ed in the Patent Office at that 
time—1885. If the public were not 
already familiar with the devious and sub- 
terranean ways of the Bell Company and its 
lawyers, Mr. STORROW’s confession of his 
falsification of the evidence in the Dowd 
case would shock the moral sense of the 
community. As it is, it will be set down 
merely as one of the common tricks by 
which BELL’s patent has been thus far suc- 
cessfully defended. It remains to be seen 
what view the court will take of the much 
more important and material part of Mr. 
HILr’s charges. 








The effort'to create a corner in Turkish 
prunes and force the price of that article 
of diet to a point double and treble its 
actual value is likely, according to the gen- 
eral opinion of the trade, te recoil upon the 
syndicate which originated the scheme. 
Fortunately, prunes, Turkish or otherwise, 
are not absolutely necessary to the suste- 
nance of human life, and to make a success- 
ful corner the speculator must control a 
commodity which consumers cannot do 


without. Fortunately, too, a very ac- 
ceptable substitute for the Turkish 
article is found in the Bohemian 


prune, which is of unusually good quality 
this year, and can be sold from acent to a 
cent and a half cheaper than the Turkish, 
even when the latter is not in the control of 
a band of speculators. It would be a singu- 
lar specimen of economic justice if the trade 
were to unite to so push forward the Bo- 
hemian prune as to make it afavorite in the 
market at the expense of the Turkish, and 
thus not only break the corner in the Turk- 
ish crop of 1886, but lower the price of the 
product of this year. This seems tobe what 
the operations of the syndicate will result 
in if the dealers stand firm and refuse to be 
coerced into accepting its terms. 





THE FISHERIES QUESTION. 


WANDERERS FROM ITALY ANXIOUS FOR 
A WAR WITH ENGLAND. 

BuFFALO, N. Y., Jan. 31.—One peculiar 
feature of the discussion growing out of the 
Fisheries Retaliation bill is the feeling dis- 
played by the Italians in the matter. Perhaps 
among no othem class is the probability of war 
more earnestly discussed than among these wan- 
derers from fair Italy, and no class is more in 
earnest in its devotion to the interests of the 
United States. Buffalo has a large number of 


Italians, and one of their leaders, a man of 
much- intelligence, who has a good busi- 
ness, said to THE TIMESs’s correspondent 
to-day: “I went into a saloon down on 
State-street yesterday and found it full 
of Italians.. As soon as they saw me they began 
to shoutand gather around me. ‘ Here is the 
man who can lead us into Canada,’ they said. 
‘ He knows us and he can speak our language,’ 
and they picked me up and carried me about in 
their enthusiasm. In the saloon at No. 12 State- 
street, which I visited next, it was the same. 
The men threw their hats up and proclaimed me 
their leader.” He stated further that he had 
heard little or nothing of the movement, if it chn 
be called such, until within a day or two, but 
he is convinced from what he hears that the 
men are in earnest. Yesterday morning they 
came to his store in quite large numbers 
and talked enthusiastically about the prospect 
of war. “They argue in this way,” he says. 
“They are anxious to show that they are not un- 

rateful to this country for giving them a home. 

hey are loyal and they want to show their 
loyalty. They say they can raise 2,000 men in 
Buffalo alone, and 6,000 or 7,000 in the State. I 
could raise an army of 20,000 Italians if I set 
aboutit. They are very largely veterans, too, 
and have followed Garibaldi to victory more 
than once, and are used to all sorts of hardships. 
Many of them are immense, broad-shouldered 
fellows who have seen service in the artillery.” 











OPPOSED TO THE SHYLOOKS. 


MAYOR O'BRIEN CALLS ATTENTION TO 
A CRYING EVIL IN BOSTON. 

Boston, Jan. 31.—Mayor O’Brien sent a 
communication to the Board of Aldermen this 
evening calling attention to an evil that has as- 
sumed huge proportions in and about the City 
Hall. Thisis the assignment of wages by em- 
ployes of the city to certain money lenders or 
Shylocks, either to secure loans at exorbitant in- 
terest or to evade the payment of justdebts. In 


this connection the Mayor presented some start- 
ling facts and figures. He said: * I have in my 
possession a list of the men whose wages are 
now assignedin the different departments, and 
much to my surprise the aggregate number is 
230. Lamassured by the Treasurer that this 
is a small number comparatively; that some- 
times in years past it has reached much higher 
figures. The amounts collected by assignees 
under their assignments aggregate $12,600 
eseeggens bs ora yearly total of $151,000.” This, 
too, when in three-fourths of the depart- 
ments the employes are paid weekly. It is easy 
to see what a source of income this has been to 
the few unscrupulous men who have been en- 
gaged in this business. In no case is the rate of 
interest charged less than 5 per cent. a month, 
and in some cases it amounts to 120 per cent. 
per year.” The Mayor asks forthe adoption of 
such measures as will make the assignment 
of wages to prevent the collection of debts a 
cause for dismissal from the service of the 
city, a rule now in force in the Fire Department. 
The Legislature will also be asked to adopt such 
legislation as will check or put astop to the evil. 
err 


A OOLLISION BUT NO ONE KILLED. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 31.—The through Omaha 
passenger train on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Road passed Aurora at 3, o’clock this 
morning, from which point it runs to this city 
without stopping. Thirty miles from this city it 
was compelled to stop, owing to a blockaded 


freight train. A brakeman was sent back over 
the track with a danger signal to stop a local 
train from Aurora. Before it arrived the man 
with the signal was recalled, as the Omaha train 
was again ready to proceed. Before the man 
with the lantern reached the rear of his train, 
and before the Omeha train had started, the 
Aurora train came dashinginto the rear of the 
sleeper. In the gray of the morning the 
engineer of the local train: discovered the block- 
ade only in time to reverse before the collision 
came. The engine of the local train partly 
buried itself in the rear of the last sleeping car. 
The platform was demolished and the entire end 
of the Pullman, including the closets, crushed in. 
The front of the rear sleeper and the rear of the 
second sleeper were also driven into each other 
so that there was noescape from the doors. As 
‘the coaches remained on the track the passen- 
gers at once began crawling out of the windows. 
There was no fire to add horror to the scene, and 
in a few minutes ll were known to be safe. One 
man who was in the washroom of the sleeper 
would have lost bis life had not the collision 
broken a hole in the reof, through which he es- 
caped. Although the passengers were badly 
shaken up no one was seriously injured. 
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A STRIKE ENDED. 

Evmira, N. Y., Jan. 31.—There is great 
rejoicing at Arnot, Penn., to-night on account of 
the settlement of the miners’ strike. The mis- 
understanding was principally on account of 
the company not being willing to acknowledge 
the check weighmen selected "4 8 the workmen. 
Several meetings had been held by the men and 
committees of both sides to the controversy held 
several sessions, but all to no purpose until to- 
night, when an agreement was reached and the 
men will resume work at once. There were 
about 1,800 miners and drivers in the strike. The 
settlement lifts a feeling of grave anxiety that 
prevailed in this city, for the blast furnaces, pud- 
ding and rolling mills were almost out of soft 
coal, and great loss would be sustained if the 
blasts were chilled and the mills closed down. It 
is understood that the settlement is satisfactory 


to all concerned. 
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ICE IN THE SUSQUEHANNA. 

PorT Deposit, Md., Jan. 31.—There is some 
little change for the better in the condition of affairs 
at Port Deposit to-night. The water has receded 
from 10 to 12 inches in Main-street, leaving the

Reports 
from up the river to-night denote a general fall in 
the water and no movement in the ice. No further 
danger is apprehended for the present.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE NURSERY AND 
ITS LITTLE OCCUPANT. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.— “‘ Baby” Whit 
ney is 8 days old to-day. She has as yet 
no other name. The President calls her the 
latest Cabinet “bud.” Her apartment is a 
room across the hall from the chamber in which 
she was born. There is a wood fire in‘a grate 
before which stands a small rack full of 


the baby clothes being nicely toasted. The 
cradle is a wickerwork basket swung between 
two uprights of bamboo. It is lined, with blue 
silk and padded with cider. The canopy is 
covered with blue silk and draped with oriental 
lace, with the edge in rose point pattern. The 
sides of the crib are draped with oriental lace; 
large blue satin bows are tied at each corner, 
and the cover is a downy, blue silk comfort. 
The toilet basket is garnished to match, with 
blue satin bows and upbolstered in blue silk, 
The pincushions and pouches are of blue silk, 
and the uprights and wicker are gilded. Presents 
have poured in from the East and the West, but 
the most interesting one, perhaps, is that sent 
from the White House hearing the following in- 
scription: ‘‘ For Baby Whitney, with much love 
from her friend, Mrs. Cleveland. Jan. 24, 1887.” 
This is upon one of Mrs. Cleveland’s visiti 
ecards. The gift isa small wicker toy baby car- 
riage, with asuspended parasol. The hed of the 
oa is full of lilies of the valley, and the 
air of blue and white socks that are placed in 
ront of the bed are filled with lilies. These dre 
to be the first knit shoes worn by the baby. The 
flowers are now faded, but the Secretary will 
have them replaced and the little gift photo- 
graphed. Mrs. Cleveland has not seen the 
child, and Mrs. Whitney has not seen any- 
one but her mother and attendants. The 
baby is robed in the plainest soft muslin, with 
no lace or ribbons, and only plain hems upon 
her clothes. Some of the tiny flannels in the 
basket are embroidered in white silk, but the 
outer slips are plain. The baby’s little face is 
round and full, and the complexion is a rose 
brunette. She has a profusion of silky brown 
hair, and looks good-natured in the arms of her 
tall nurse. Itis early to assign her cast of feat- 
ures, but her resemblance to the Secretary of 
the Navy is most remarkable. For the rest, the 
hurse says she eats and sleeps well. Mrs. Whit- 
ney nurses her child. The housemaids all de- 
clare they are having a quiet time for them, and 
then they break into laudations of Mrs. Whitney 
and praise of her self-control.

CONGRESSMAN SCOTT NOT WAITING FOR 
SECRETARY MANNING’S SHOES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 31.—A prominent 
Erie politician, who has been a life-long friend of 
Congressman William L. Scott, said at the Girard 
House to-day: “I do not believe’ Mr. Scott will 
go into President Cleveland’s Cabinet. I have, 
however, good ground for the belief that if See- 
retary Manning retires, as now seems probable, 
the place at the head of the Treasury will be at 
his disposal. Mr. Scott was one of the original 
Cleveland men at the Chicago Convention, 


and has held close personal and _ political 
relations with the President ever since. He 
is an able financier, having started with nothing 
and increased it to $15,000,000. But Mr. Scott 
cannot afford to go into the Cabinet. Not that 
he minds the money sacrifice , but he has a great 
many cares and is growing old. ‘Only the other 
day he said tome, ‘Why, Idothe work of five 
men every day of my life, and I have been doing 
so for the past 35 years. True, [am only 58, but 
that means a good dealto me. Some men are 
not old at that age, but I am, and I must quit 
work. I shall not undertake anything new, ne 
matter what the inducements.’ 

“Mr. Scott is in better general health now than 
he has been for several years. He found it ab- 
solutely necessary to take care of himself, and 
like a thorough business man he set about the 
task of reforming his mode of life in a business- 
like manner. When he is in Erie, which is about 
one-fourth of his time, he is never seen except at 
his home or his oftice. In the latter he has pri- 
vate wires connecting with both New-York and 
Chicago, the former for his stock and the latter 
for his immense Western coal interests. He 
usually works about five hours a day, after 
which, if in Summer, he gets Tim Lynch, 
an honest Irishman who can tell stories 
but can’t talk business, and they go-fishing, row- 
ing, or anywhere to get away from people. His 
favorite pastime is trolling for bass, and he and 
Tim take turns at the oars and at the lines; but 
the simple-minded Irishman usually does all the 
talking. He says Mr. Scottisa — listener. 
For several years 1t has been his habit, when in 
New-York, to go to bed at 4 o’clock every after- 
noon. He is in the metropolis fully half his 
time, and immediately the Wall-street day is 
over he hurries to his hotel and to bed. In this 
way he gets thoroughly rested from his distract- 
ing cares. He gets up for dinner at 7, but al- 
ways retires again by 10 or 11. 

“In this way he has nearly recovered the 
health which he lost some years ago, but from 
what I know of him I do not think he will accept 
the Secretaryship of the Treasury if Manning 
should retire. I know he cares nothing for the 
honors of the position. He ran for Congress the 
last time under protest, and only a little while 
ago, since the Treasury matter has been under 
discussion, he said that he wanted nothing sa 
much as rest and freedom from the overburden- 
ing care of his dearly earned millions.”

THE AFFAIRS OF GERMANY. 
BERLIN, Jan. 31.—The Official Gazette, re- 
ferring to the numerous applications for ap- 
pointments in or means of emigration to terri- 
tories under German protection, says that all 
the posts are filled and that no assistance will be 


attorded would-be settlers, the Government not 
desiring emigration to such colonies. 

The Boerse was less excited to-day, and there 
was atendency toward better prices until near 
the close, when adverse quotations from Vienna 
prevented a recovery.

NOT WANTING 
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TOLLS ON CANADIAN CANALS. 

MonTREAL, Jan. 31.—The. Board of Trade 
has forwarded a petition to the Governor-Gen- 
eral praying for either the total abolition or a 
material and permanent reduction of the tolls on 
grain and other merchandise carried threugh 
the Canadian canals. Merchants have for along 
time complained that the high canal charges 
have militated against the trade of Montreal and 
have been the means of driving large quantities 
of grain for shipment through United States 
ports that should legitimately belong to the 
port of Montreal. The feeling on this subject is 
very strong in Montreal and committees of both 
the Board of Trade and Corn Exchange Associa- 
tion have been appointed to work conjointly with 
a view of remedying theevil complained of. One 
of the most forcible arguments in favor of the 
present action is that large quantities of grain 
at present waiting shipment will at the opening 
of navigation be shipped by the Erie Canal un- 
less low rates can be quoted by the St. Lawrencs 
route, and this can only be done by a renéwal of 
the reduced toli that has been in force tor the 
past two years. Another very forcible argument 
is that as soon as the reduced rate of canal 
tolls is conceded forwarders will charter in ad- 
vance large quantities of tonnage, which will 
benefit the inland ship-building interest by creat- 
ing a demand for vessels which will be available 
for both export and import freights. ' 
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THE EUROPEAN WAR TALK 


HOSTILE PREPARATIONS STILL 
IN PROGRESS. 

A fGERMAN ELECTORAL APPEAL—GEN, 
BOULANGER’S INVINCIBLE POSITION 

IN FRANCE—AUSTRIA’S PLANS. 
BERLIN, Jan. 31.—The Committee of the 
National Liberal Party have issued a manifesto 
to the electors. They say: ‘‘Never since the 
Franco-German war has the danger of a great 
conflict been so near. No statesman can form 
any certain conclusion as to the future, even for 
a few weeks. The peace of Europe rests at 
this moment solely upon the strength, readiness 
for action, and moral trustworthiness of the 
German Army. The National Liberals are con- 
fident that the voice of universal suffrage will 
pronounce a right decision. An unpropitious 
issue of the elections will bring down upon the 


country War with allits terrors and, even with 
the best results, heavy losses.” 

The Berlin Post, (semi-ofticial,) in a leading 
article headed ‘‘On the Edge of the Knife,” says: 
“The position of Gen. Boulanger is now not 
only strengthened, but is becoming unassailable. 
He is supported by Radical chauvinists. He 
controls the peace-loving masses also, because 


the latter are unable to give an_ acceptable 
form to their wishes, finding their judgment con- 
fused by agitations of past years. This state of 
things can only be changed by a temporizing 
Government waiting for a bappy inspiration 
to accept true peace. But a Government 
under Boulanger is scarcely likely to 
be able to temporize. He is the mas- 
ter of the situation to a degree that neither 
Thiers nor Gambetta ever was. He can only 

overn the situation by keeping up the war- 

ike impetus he has given toit. The impression 

left on the minds of all observers is 
that the armaments of France having 
been pushed forward with feverish energy, 
Boulanger no longer has power to lead the peo- 
ple back to the ath of peace. Tf he attempted 
to do so he would have to quit his post burdened 
with reproach for having led France to the brink 
of a great peril.” 

The German reserves summoned for practice 
will, it is reported, be called from the Western 
Provinces. he Kreuz Zeitung is endeavoring to 
allay the alarm caused among the people by the 
calling outof these reserves by reminding the 
country that the budget of last October provided 
for the calling out of 115,000 reserves for- prac- 
tice with the new repeating rifies, and that the 
72,000 now called constitute only the first in- 
etallment of the whole body then arranged to be 
called. 


Paris, Jan. 31.—A brochure entitled 
**The Art of Combating the German Army” 
will be published here to-morrow. The author 
says the brochure was printed 10 years ago, but 
that it was withheld from circulation at the 
earnest desire of the Duc Decazes, who was then 
Foreign Minister, and who feared that at that 
time its issue would have a bad effect abroad. 

An Alsace journal announces that further ex- 
portation of planks from Germany to France by 
way of Dieuze has been forbidden. 


PrsTH, Jan. 31.—In the Hungarian Diet 
to-day Premier Tisza, alluding to the general 
European dang ed for war, said that so far 
as Austro-Hungary was concerned purely pre- 
cautionary measures had been undertaken in 
order thatif,in the face of the preparations of 
other States, peace should be disturbed, Austria 
might be able to protect her own interests, 


St: PETERSBURG, Jan. 31.—The Russian 
Government is inclined to regard favorably the 
English proposal to appoint a provisional Re- 
gent of Bulgaria pending the election of a Prince 
to the vacant throne. The Czar’s nominee, the 
Duke of Oldenburg, is ready to act as Regent. 

An order has been issued forbidding news- 
papers to publish other than official notices of 
military movements. 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 31.—King Leopold will 
send a message to Parliament on the necessity of 
making personal military service compulsory in 
Belgium, and of supplying the means for such a 
state of defense for the country as the present 
condition and the future prospect of Continental 
affairs make expedient. 


MORE FREIGHT MOVING. 


AN INCREASE IN THE SHIPMENTS FROM 


CHICAGO EAST. 


Cx1caco, Jan 31.—East-bound shipments 
of dead freight from this city through to sea- 
board points by the eight pool lines last week 
amounted to 43,396 tons, against 36,972 tons for 
the week previous, an increase of 6,424 
tons. This increase is partly attributable to 
the fact that during the last week of 
the month, when final deliveries have 
to be made, the shipments are always 
heavier than for the _ three _ previous 


weeks, and partly to the fact that rates were be- 
ing freely cut by some of the roads, The Lake 
Shore carried during the week nearly twice as 
much freight as any of the other lines, and this 
naturally creates the belief that this road cut the 
rates more freely than the other pool lines. 

The fact that some roads run far ahead of the 
others in tonnage carried for one week and 
other roads the next tends to -confirm 
the rumors that the main object of 
the Chicago roads in adhering to the 
thirty-cent tariff, when it is openly 
acknowledged: that the roads from other com- 
peting points take all the business they can get 
at a 25-cent basis, is to enable the roads in this 
city to even up balances without resorting to 
money payments when the Inter-State Commerce 
Jaw compels the abandonment of the pool.

THE ROBERT GRAVES COLLECTION. 

A very large and very miscellaneous col- 
tection of modern and ancient pictures, together 
with porcelains, jades, Japanese swords, and 
ivory carvings, screens, cabinets, bronzes, 
and lacquers, is to be seen at the gal- 
leries of the American Art Association on 
Madison-square. The estate of the late Mr. 


Robert Graves, of Brooklyn, will have these ob- 
jects sold at Chickering Hall during the even- 
ings of Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday, Feb. 
9, 10, and 11, and at these galleries on 
the afternoons of Feb. 14 and 15. The jades 
are particularly interesting, and some of the 
screens and trays inlaid with ivory are worth 
examination. The pictures are an omnium 
gatherum of so-called Rubenses and Jan Steens 
along with Bouguereaus and Monticellis of new 
and elderly pictures and paintings not so old as 
they look. There is even a Raphael, just to 
romplete things. One of the finest pictures 
isa Troyon of a fine golden tone, and some of 
the worst are attributed to the luckless Diaz. 
Here is a “Circassian Slave’? being in- 
spected by the Grand Turk, three fic- 
ores painted large by Dubufe, and yon- 
der a landscape by an American artist 
hardly yet known to fame. If Mr. Graves bought 
all these pictures he was indeed an omnivorous 
collector. There are, however, some, very good 
grains of wheatin all this chaff, enough to re- 
pay a visit to the American Art Galleries.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The revival of “Rienzi,” which was 
brought out at the Metropolitan last season, was 
successfully accomplished at the same estab- 
lishment yesterday evening. Its reproduction 
coincided with the reappearance, after two 
years’ absence, of Herr Anton Schott, and 
1t also summonéd before the public, in the 
garb of the personages first made known 
through Bulwer’s celebrated romance, Friiu- 
leins}Lehmann and Brandt and Herren Robinson 
and Fischer, who took part in the earliest per- 
formances of “Rienzi” at the up-town house. 
The reader that bears in mind that ‘‘ Rienzi” was 
written before the composer’s later theories 
bore fruit need scarcely be told that 
it has long since been disavowed by the musician 


and by his partisans and admirers. The score 
contains few or none of the characteristics 
of the mature Wagner’s themes or treat- 
ment, and the ancient forms, afterward 
60 ruthlessly cast aside, are encountered 
throughout the five acts into which the opera 
is divided. It has been justly observed, both by 
the composer’s friends and foes, that “ Rienzi” 
gives but little promise of, what Wagner might 
have achieved had he continued to labor in the 
field already tilled by Meyerbeer and the 
lesser contemporaries of that genius. The 
music of “Rienzi” does not reveal 
marked originality; parts of it are 
trivial,and in handling his material the com- 
poser confines himself to the methods of his 
more renowned colaborers. The result of all 
this is a composite product that appeals strong- 
ly to thé lover of Italian melody pure 
and simple, but that has very _ slight 
attractiveness for the worshipper of Wag- 
ner. There are, nevertheless, some _ fine 
numbers in “‘ Rienzi,” and, for a miscellaneous 
audience, some that are wonderfully effective. 
The terzetto in the first act, the song of the mes- 
sengers of peace, anf the noble concerted bit 
preceding the final allegro in the second act; the 
contralto’s air (‘In seiner Bliithe”’) in Act. IIT 
and Rienzi’s prayer in the fifth act 
rise to a higher dignity than is attained by mere 
“taking” measures, and the noisy but spirited 
finale of the third act is at least appropriate 
and impressive. The most notable incident 
in last evening’s representation of 
“Rienzi” was the reappearance, already 
referred to, of Herr Schott, whose 
commanding presence, magnetic personality, 
and powerful voice are remembered by most fre- 
quenters of the Metropolitan. Herr Schott has 
lost none of the attributes that won for their 
ossessor regard and applause two years ago. 
Nor has he lost a tendency todeviate at times from 
accurate intonation, especially when yielding to 
an inclination to increase the volume of his 
tones. Itis, all the same, a delight to listen toa 
voice that has still both timbre and range, and 
Herr Schott in Rienzi diffused much of that 
pleasure on the occasion under notice. Com- 
paring his portrayal of the tribune with 
that of M. Sylva—and comparison was_ well- 
nigh unavoidable—it was noted that while the 
Belgian artist’s cantabile was more expressive 
and sustained than than that of the German 
performer, Herr’ Schott’s recitative was 
vastly} fsuperior in expressive force to 
that of his predecessor, and it must 
further be recorded that _histrionically 
his delineation was infinitely more picturesque, 
varied, and striking. The favor with which Herr 
Schott was received culminated at the close of 
the third act, when his entry on horseback—-his 
charger coming on the stage at a gallop and re- 
tiring therefrom in the same novel and dramatic 
fashion—created considerable excitement, the 
curtain being subsequently raised amid loud 
and long continued applause. The prayer in 
the last act was spendidly sung, but it 
Was reached at so late an hour that its 
repetition could not be insisted upon. Of the 
other artists concerned in *‘ Rienzi” last night, it 
is only necessary to say that they were quite as 
efficient as of old. In the concerted number 
oa preceding the end of the second act 
‘rdulein Lehmann’s tones rang out with 
a@ purity and brilliancy that have never been 
surpassed; emotionally the soprano’s perform- 
ance was not a remarkable one. Fraulein Brandt 
was heartily applauded for her melodious air in 
Act IIIf. The mise en scéne was showy, and, ex- 
cept in the matterof the curiously modern aprons 
worn by the Roman matrons in Act III., appro- 
priate. The ballet went particularly well. Herr 
Seidl conducted, but his band was notin quite as 
good form as usual. The advanced Wagner and 
Beethoven are the only composers to the inter- 
pretation of whose works Herr Seid] brings both 
skill and earnestness.

LYCEUM THEATRE. 

Miss Dauvray’s careful revival of ‘“ Masks 
and Faces” at the Lyceum Theatre will strength- 
en the hold that energetic and intelligent actress 
has already gained on the esteem of New-York 
playgoers. The comedy is richly and cor- 
rectly mounted, and it is performed in 
such a@ manner as to retain the interest of an 
intelligent audience, The house was crowded 
last evening, and the applause was frequent 
and hearty. Both the humor and the 
pathos of this capital play are suggested if 
they are not always, expressed as forcibly 
as possible, and although the cast could 
be strengthened, and might be improved even 


by a\redistribution of the parts among the actors 
now employed, yet Miss Dauvray has not 
erred in anything from lack of care, and 
it may be assumed that she best under- 
stands the capabilities of the members of 
her own company. Perfection was not looked 
for in the representation, by acompany engaged 
to perform light modern plays, of a comedy that 
taxed the resources of the best stock companies 
in former days,aud the ease, spirit, and general ef- 
fectiveness of the performance last evening 
were therefore agreeably surprising. The three 
scenes were appropriate, the green room of the 
old London theatre being no doubt very like 
the real thing, the garret of Triplet picturesque, 
and the drawing room in Mr. Vane’s house 
a gorgeous apartment. Miss Dauvray’s own 
impersonation of Peg Woftington will scarcely 
bear comparison with some other portrayals 
of that arduous rdéle that are well remem- 
bered. Her personality does not exactly suit 
the character of the merry, warm-hearted 
and gifted Woffington; her figure is too slight, 
her voice too thin and inflexible, and her man- 
ner is not sufticiently sympathetic. But she 
has studied the character, and makes the 
conventional ‘points,’ and somé that are 
original with her, very skillfully. There 
was an unexpected note of pathosin Peg’s first 
interview with Vane, while her surprise at the 
entrance of Mabel and the ironical scene 1mme- 
diately following that episode were specimens 
of clever, if not of brilliant, acting. The last act 
afforded Miss Dauvray even better opportunities 
to show the neatness and finish of her art. Mr. 
Howson’s Triplet was already known here. It is 
a carefully executed bit of comedy acting, free 
from exaggeration, but unfortunately devoid 
of mellowness, and not very sympathetic. 
There is dignity in Mr. Howson’s portrayal, 
however, and plenty of drollery of a quaint 
sort. Mr. Sothern tried hard to make Ernest 
Vane an interesting and agreeable personage, 
a task which no actor has yet accom- 
plished. Mr. Whiting, who would have been a 
capital Quin, was zeaious as Sir Charles, and 
Mr. Saville, who would have been a better Sir 
Charles, was an acceptable Snarl. The 
best acting in the supporting cast, if we 
are to regard Miss Dauvray as a 
star, was done by Miss Ellie Wilton, 
who exactly fitted the character of Mabel Vane, 
the fond, simple, and rather easily satisfied wife 
of a foolish and weak husband. Miss Wilton’s 
simulation of affection, grief, and wifely dignity 
was excellent. 
STANDARD THEATRE. 

It was “‘by special request” that the bill 
was changed at the Standard Theatre last even- 
ing and Rosina Vokes again personated the per- 
plexed Mrs. Merridew in the comedietta, ** My 
Milliner’s Bill.” The performance is a familiar 
one, but it loses none of its charm by reason 
of that fact. The fair actress is as grace- 
ful as ever, she acts with as comic 


cleverness, and her inimitable rendering of the 
song “ His ’art{was true to Poll’ provokes as 
much enthusiasm as when New-Yorkers first 
heard it. Were the actress to do nothing more 
the performance would be worth going to wit- 
ness. The biil, however, includes the 
rather lachrymose comedy, ‘In Honor Bound” 
and ‘A Double Lesson.” Miss Vokes’s 
performance of Miss St. Almond, the burlesque 
actress, in the last-named play has been recently 
noticed in this column. The company support- 
ing the talented actress is a good one, in this 
respect among others, that it has not lost its in- 
terest in playing the same parts repeatedly. The 
audience last evening gave abundant tokens of 
pleasure and satisfaction at the performance. 
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MR. HARRIGAN’S NEW PLAY. 


Any person who has labored under the 
delusion that Mr. Edward Harrigan’s stock of 
fun was running low should. have been present 
at the Park Theatre last night, when his latest 
play, ‘‘ McNooney’s Visit,” kept a large audience 
in one unbroken roar of laughter for three mor- 
talhours. Aman whocan make people laugh 
for three hours in one day is a public 
benefactor; and he richly deserves the pros- 
perity which attends his efforts. In “ McNooney’s 


Visit” Mr. Harrigan has gone back to one of 
his favorite fields as a starting point. The play 
begins in that happy land where the omniv- 
orous goat peeps in at the window of the squat- 
ter’s cabin. Here the Widow Gilmartin takes 
in infants to board, and McNooney, an Irish 
gentleman from Yonkers, comes to visit her. 
McNooney accidentally exchanges carpetbags 
with the man who sits next to him in the train, 
and is arrested as a burglar because he has 
adark lantern and a cold chisel in his sachel. 
He is taken to the Tombs, whence he escapes 
the clutches of the law only to become involved 
in a street brawl and sentup for 10 days. He 
finally brings up in the establishment of a 
massage physician, where he discharges his 
duties in a striking manner. It is  use- 
less, however, to describe this piece in 
detail. It is one of the cenuiing Harzican products 
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and must be seen to be appreciated. There 
is Harrigan as the Irishman from up the river, 
full of fun throughout the play, John Wild as the 
driver of the Black Maria, Dan Collyer as his lady 
love, Mrs. Yeamans as the neat little widow, 
Harry Fisher as Judge Halzweiser of the Tombs, 
John Sparks as Mary McQuirk, a fighting Irish- 
woman, M.°J. Bradley as Lionel Mellow, an 
Trish dude, and all the other clever people of Mr. 
Harrigan’s company in character sketches ad- 
mirably suited to their talents and acted with a 
vigor and earnestness that carried the audience 
away. There were several neatly painted scenes 
representing well known localities, the mechan- 
ical change from the interior of the Tombs to the 
exterior being especially effective. There was 
an abundance of singing and dancing. Mr. Dave 
Braham has contributed three new songs, “ Ho, 
Mollie Grogan,” ‘The Black Maria,” and “The 
Toboggan Slide,” all of which are sure to be 
popular, the last named being particularly pleas- 
ing. The play is altogether too long, but Mr. 
Harrigan will speedily trim it down, and his 
patrons—which means all the town—will enjoy 
the fun of ‘*McNooney’s Visit” for some time to 
come. 


MISS ROSE COGHLAN. 

Probably the popularity of Miss Rose 
Coghlan, who has returned to New-York fora 
brief visit as buoyant and charming as ever, 
rather than any large degree of vitality still re- 
maining in ‘‘London Assurance,” was the reason 
of the favor bestowed upon that ancient play at 
the Union-Square Theatre last evening. The 
comedy was handsomely set and acted with 
neatness ‘and spirit. A great deal of the 
old “* business” encrusted on the play by come- 
dians of a preceding generationgwas retained, 
and there were some innovations in quite as 
good taste. The action was brisker than has 
often been the case in recent revivals of Mr. 
Boucicault’s first play, and all the parts were 
intelligently rendered. Lady Gay Spanker is 


not Miss Coghlan’s best character, for she is bet- 
ter fitted to réles that require the display 
of some earnestness and tenderness, as well as of 
sparkling vivacity and merriment. Lady Gay is 
a shallow, heartless personage, brilliant enough 
superticially, but without a touch of seriousness 
in her composition. She is, in short,'a creature of 
artificial comedy, and although Miss Cogh- 
lan adjusts her manner very nieely to 
that sort of thing, she is, capable of 
something better. The strongly afiectionate 
nature scarcely concealed by Suzanne’s mask of 
frivolity, the tenderness and grief hidden by 
the smiles of Margaret Woffington, the latent 
passion of treacherous Zicka are denoted with 
facility and clearness when she portrays those 
characters. But she does Lady Gay with 
much grace and variety of tone and expres- 
sion, puts some of the needful spirit into 
the famous hunting speech, and wman- 
ages the scenes of mock coquetry with 
the old fop with admirable humor. She was the 
radiaut centre of attraction last evening; her 
acting, in all essential features, was as good as 
she could make it, and: ler dresses were bewil- 
deringly voluminous and beautiful. In the sup- 
porting cast, already commended, Mr. Charles 
M. Walcot was « capital representative of Sir 
Harcourt Courtly, delivering the inflated text 
with crispness and accuracy of speech, and 
revealing in his treatment of the scenes with 
Lady Gay the skill and humor of a finished 
comedian. Mr. G. H. Leonard was equally 
happy as Dolly Spanker, and he made the doings 
of that preposterous personage seem almost 
natural. The Charles ot Mr. Lipman and the 
Dazzle of Mr. Gilmour are not to be commended 
in the same terms, for both these gentie- 
men lack, in a measure, the elegance and 
savoir faire custom has made playgoers 
expect in those parts; but their work was spir- 
ited and amusing, and so was that of Mr. John 
Macdonald, the Meddle, and Mr. Charles Edwin, 
the Cool, and the others were acceptable. Miss 
Coghlan will keep ** London Assurance” before 
the public for a week this time, and next Monday 
will bring forward ‘‘ Masks and Faces,” a play 
whichis not incumbered with musca domesiica 
as Mr. Boucicault’s comedy is in these days. 


“THE MARBLE HEART.” - 

Phidias the sculptor in his Athenian 
studio models the statues of Aspasia, Lais, and 
Phryne and falls in love with his creations. 
Georgias, the plutocrat, covets the sculptured 
figures. He proffers them wealth and luxury 
and magnificent surroundings. As against 
these the sculptor has nothing to offer except 


his love and poverty. The figures decide 
in favor ‘of Georgias, and Phidias learns then, 
for the first time and too late to save his heart 
from breaking, that he has unwittingly spurned 
the honest love of a devoted slave who tries to 
sacrifice herself to save him. This story ofa 
man ignoring the love of a brave and noble girl 
for the sake of a marble-hearted woman, first 
told in ancient Greece, is repeated centuries later 
in modern France. Upon the two tales, similar 
despite the changes of time and place, is based 
the play ‘‘The Marble Heart,” which was pre- 
sented at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre last evening. 
Mr. R. B. Mantell personated the ancient and 
the modern sculptor. He was at times ef- 
fective, but his performance as a whole was 
not satisfactory. Much of this defect is doubtless 
due to the playitself. Yearsago it appealed more 
to the popular taste than it now does. Between 
its old aspect and its present one there is very 
much the same kind of difference as exists be- 
tween the *‘ Sorrows of Werther” as depicted by 
Goethe and the self-same ‘“ Sorrows” as Thacke- 
ray described them. The scenes of anguish in 
which the sculptor figures have a mawk- 
ish tinge and fail to touch the sensibilities of 
audiences of the present day. Mr. Mantell won 
much applause last evening, but it seemed 
too friendly to bea fair test of lasting favor. 
Mr. Nelson Wheatcroft made a fair Diogenes in 
the prologue and aremarkably good Volage in 
the play itself. He was most heartily applaud- 
ed. Miss Carey, as Mlle. Marco, gave a pains- 
taking and intelligent, but hardly an effective, 
rendering of her part. Mr. B. T. Ringgold as 
Georgias and M. Veaudoré, respectively, was 
good. The house was crowded. 


MR. WOOLLETT’S READINGS. 

The selections from ‘‘ King John” read by 
Mr. Sidney Woollett at the Madison-Square 
Theatre did not include the scene of Constance’s 
mad frenzy after the capture of Arthur, the 
Ascension Day scene, or the death of John in 
the orchard of Swinstead Abbey. The tempta- 
tion of Hubert, the anger of Constance at the 
declaration of peace between France and Eng- 
land, the scene between Arthur and Hubert in 
the tower, and a portion of the second scene of 


Act IV., including John’s interview with Salis- 
bury and Pembroke after the second coronation, 
were the most striking passages retained. The 
tirst scene of the play, introducing the Bastard 
and Robert Faulconbridge, and the scenes before 
the walls of Angiers were also read. Mr. Wool- 
lett does not convey an adequate idea of 
the complex personality of John, one of Shalke- 
speare’s most wonderful historical pictures, and 
he lacks the breadth and vigor of style needful to 
treat such a strong and heroic work as this trag- 
edy. His efforts at impersonation were very 
feeble. John whined, and the Bastard was a 
noisy clown, while Constance was a wearisome 
virago. Some ofthe most pregnant lines in the 
text lost much of their force in Mr. Woollett’s 
delivery, and the reader’s memory nearly failed 
him more than once, so that he had to prolong a 
word while he sought the context in an open 
book by his side. The beauty and finish of Mr. 
Woollett’s readings from Tennyson cannot be too 
highly praised; but when he steps upon the high- 
er ground of Shakespearean tragedy his foothold 
is not firm.

DEATH OF WILLIAM SCOTT GERRISH. 

Mr. William Scott Gerrish, a man who 
had many friends in the course of an active and 
successiul career, died last Saturday at his resi- 
dence, No. 133 East Eighty-fourth-street. Con- 
gestion of the brain was the cause of death. 

Mr. Gerrish was born at Portland, Me., in 1830. 
His father, the late Joseph Gerrish, was once 


editor of the Portland Advertiser. He was liber- 
ally educated, and chose civil engineering as his 
profession. He went to California when gold 
was first discovered there, but did not engage 
in mining. He was for a time méssenger 
for the Wells-Fargo Express, a osi- 
tion in which he _ gained some - fame 
for his boldness and energy. On returning to 
the East he established an express company in 
his native city, but in 1857 he disposed of it and 
came to this city, where he has since resided. 
He became assistant engineer of one of the 
Erie branches then in coruse of construction, and 
remained with the road until it was completed. 
In 1862 his warm friend, William Pitt 
Fessenden, then Secretary of the Treasury, se- 
curedfor Mr. Gerrish the appointment to a post- 
tion in the New-York Custom House. From that 
time untilfour days before his death he re- 
mained in the Custom House, occupying various 


— positions and filling them all accept- 
ably.

in the family lot at Goshen, this State, where lie 
the remains of his son.

TRIAL NOW IN. 
THE PRISONER’S STORY TOLD — THE 
PURDY INCIDENT EXPLAINED—MR. 


BROOKE’S PLEA FOR O’NEIL. 
All the evidence in the trial of ex-Alder- 
@ fan John O’Neil was in, before dusk yesterday, 
and the jury heard Mr. Brooke plead for more 
than three hours in his client’s behalf before they 
retired for the night. He stopped because he 
was exhausted, promising not to occupy more 
than two hoursthis morning. Then Col. Fellows 
will speak for the prosecution for four or five 
hours. The jury will be fortunate if they re- 
ceive Judge Barrett’s charge during daylight. 
Every one expects, however, that this will be 
the last day of the trial. 

Yesterday’s proceedings derived their main 
interest from O’Neil’s testimony, in which little 
was brought out that was new, but which served 
to show that O’Neil can stand plain questioning 
without loss of temper. The attendance, as on 
Baturday, was quite large, crowding the court 
room almost uncomfortably in the evening. A 
number of women were in the audience at each 
session. The witness box that the first women 


Visitors occupied was too small for them, and in 
the evening they fringed the wall on both sides 
of where Judge Barrett sat. } 

At the opening of the morning session Joseph 
H. Steiner, who was on the Tammany District 
Committee with Alderman McLoughlin, testified 
that during May, 1884, and until McLoughlin 
went away in June—covering part of the period 
of the “ combine” meetings as sworn to by Fuil- 

ff and Duffy—he usually called at McLough- 
fin's house in the evening. He never saw an 
Alderman there. On cross-examination the wit- 
ness could not say that he calledat McLoughlin’s 
house more than four times a week. 

Then O’Neil was called tothe stand. He rose 
slowly, walked past the jury, and turned his face 
to the iury as a witness, with perfect compos- 
ure. Speaking in a low, but clear, voice he said 
he was 56 years old, was born in Ireland, had 
been in this country 40 years, residing always 
in the Fourteenth Ward. He served as Alder- 
man in 1881, 1882, 1883, 1884, and 1886, not 
serving in 1885 because he ** was sick of office.” 
Mr. Brooke soon brought O’Neil’s narrative 
down to the time covered by the testimony of 
Fuiigraff and Dutfy. He denied explicitly his 
alleged participation in any of the ‘*combine” 
mneetings. He had heard rumors of meet- 
ings, but had nothing to do with them. 
The records affecting Broadway affairs in the 
Board of Aldermen were then skimmed. He 
said he had no notice of the early morning mecet- 
ing of the Aldermen on Aug. 30, until “a mes- 
Benger named Moloney” visited him to sign the 
call on the evening of Aug. 29. Moloney did not 
explain the purpose of the meeting, nor did the 
‘witness know it until he went to the City Hall 
the next morning. Then he heard that the 
Lyddy injunction had been dissolved, but that 
a lawyer named Chittenden was at that 
moment at the Court House waiting for 
the Supreme Court to open in order to 
get out a second injunction. In view_ of 
this prospect of further obstacles, O’Neil 
Waa ready to proceed to the business of granting 
the franchise over the Mayor’s veto. When 
asked his reason for voting for the franchise he 
said he believed this company could offer greater 
facilities to the publicthan anyother. No other 
road could go beyond Fourteenth-street, or 
could have the same connections with side 
streets. On this account he believed that a 
transfer system would come eventually and that 
this was the only road that could give the citi- 
zens of New-York, in this as in other respects, 


what they might fairly expect. That was his 
only motive or reason for voting forthe fran- 


chise, and he never received or agreed to re- 
ceive money or favor of any kind whatever for 
80 voting. 

Mr. Brooke then produced O’Neil’s ledger. 
O’Neil said it contained all his accounts for 1884 
and 1885. Mr. Fellows objected to the intro- 
duction of the book in evidence. The objection 
was sustained. 

“We propose,” said Mr. Brooke, ‘‘ todo what 
the prosecution has omitted in this case, having 
done it in the Jaehne and McQuade cases. 
Such evidence formed a material part of those 
cases—showing what money they received and 
what they spent. Weoffer such evidence now.” 

** You are mistaken about such evidence in the 
other cases,” said Judge Barrett. “1 don’t want 
to hear any argument on this point. You may 
take your exception.” 

“Your Honor says I am mistaken,” Mr. Brooke 
persisted, ‘‘ when i have read the cases, finding 
what I havestated. We propose to open the 
door wide in this matter and let everybody know 
the whole truth.” 

Judge Barrett merely shook his head. Then 
O'Neil produced his bank books, but put them 
back in his pocket again, under the same ruling 
as abeve. O'Neil was allowed to say, however, 
that he owned no real estate,and had never 
bought any or any bonds, stocks, or securities of 
any kind. Allhe could invest was put into his 
business. He saved very little, for, although his 
rent was only $25 a month, he had eight children 
and awife. His eldest daughter is a public 
school teacher. 

O’Neil proceeded to give his views of law and 
of the orderly conduct of official business. He 
remembered something about a passage in the 
Mayor’s veto to the eifect that the Mayor was 
convinced that the city could get $1,000,000 for 

+ the franchise, but not believing that anybody 
had convinced the Mayor to this effect he paid 
little attention to the veto and didn’t think it 
worth while to question the Mayor about it, al- 
though he talked with the Mayor concerning 


other things. Indeed, he didn’t think the 
é Mayor was the proper party to be con- 
vinced, but the Common Council. So lit- 


tle impression did the Mayor’s views make 
upon him that he did not think it worth while to 
read the veto or hear it read through until the 
early morning meeting of Aug. 36. It was then 
too late for the veto to make any impression 
upon him. O’Neil had heard rumors during the 
Summer of 1884 of a combination of Aldermen. 
Moloney first mentioned the matter to tim one 
day in the City Hall Park, when he asked him if 
he had heard of a combination. O’Neil said he 
had not. Afterward rumors came to his ears 

uite frequently about a combination. He heard 
that Keenan was inisome way connected with 
the combination. 


Mr. Nicol] then asked if the witness remem- 
bered that a storm of public criticism foliowed 
the action of the Aldermen when they tirst voted 
for the franchise. Mr. Brooke protested against 
B characterization of the criticism and Mr. 
Nicoli toned his inquiry. Then Mr. Mitchell ob- 
jected to the qnestion on the ground that 
testimony proferred by the defense to show 
that O’Neil’s constituency favored a railroad had 
been ruled out. Judge Barrett denied with 
some asperity having made any such ruiing. He 
had ruled quite the reverse, and he wanted the 
defense to take notice that he would receive the 
testimony ofany of O’Neil’s constituency who 
could say that despite the strong public 
criticism expressed in the newspapers, they 
signified to O’Neil their approval of his course 
and urged him to persist in it. Mr. Brooke 
thought that if such sentiment existed in O’Neil’s 
district it was to be, presumed that O’Neil 
knew of it and governed himself according- 
ly. Judge Barrett replied that he would 
not let either side put into the case uncom- 
municated sentiment. O’Neil then said that he 
could not at this time remember that the news- 
papers expressed general indignation ever the 
action of the Aldermen. He could remember 
that as soon as the franchise was voted by the 
Aldermen at the early morning meeting of 
Aug..50 he moved that the board adjourn. The 
zreater part of the rest of the cross-examina- 
sion was devoted to the records of the Alder- 
men, showing that the same persons who over- 
rode the Mayor’s veto in the Broadway case 
stood together in voting franchises during the 
rest of the year against the Mayor’s vetoes and 
the steady resistance of Aldermeu Grant and 
D'Connor. He said he voted twice to rescind 
the resolution granting the franchise on Aug. 
30, but was not influenced thereto by the 
ppinion of the Corporation Counsel that the 
meeting of Aug. 30 had been illegally convened, 
pecause the Aldermen had not asked the Corpo- 
ration Counsel’s opinion and didn’t want it. 

“ Did you have any transaction during 1884?” 
Mr. Nicoll suddenly asked. 

** Never.” 

** Or with De Lacy?’ 

“No. I had only aslight politicai acquaint- 
ance with De Lacy.” 

**Didn’t Keenan pay you $5,000 for your vote 
for the Broadway franchise?” 

**No, nor 5 cents.” 

*“‘Didn’t Keenan ask you to give your note and 
you declined ?”’ 

“No. Inever gave a note in my life.” 

In his redirect examination O’Neil brought up 
the Purdy episode of the McQuade trial, which 
made a stir in court when it was first related on 
Baturday. O’Neil said that on the day before the 
last in the McQuade trial he was summoned sud- 
denly from the City Hall to the court room un- 
der threat of an attachment unless he responded 
atonce. On the way upstairs in the elevator 
Purdy and two women entered the elevator at 
the second landing. Purdy began to nudge 
the smaller of the two women, and she 
jooked around the elevator, which was 
trowded, as if searching with her eyes for some 
pne to whom Purdy had referred her. O’Neil 
went into court and took a seat behind McQuade. 
While he was there Purdy entered with two 
women, Katie Metz being oneof them. The girl, 
apparently at Purdy’s suggestion and in his com- 
pany, left her seat three times to look at the 
‘witness, 

“When she went back to her seat,” O’Neilcon- 
tinued, ‘she sat staring at me. I thought of 
getting up in court and denouncing it, as I felt 
there Was something wrong. In spite of the 
hurry to get nfe into court [ wasn’t called asa 
witness, nor was the girl, until the next day.” 

Ex-Alderman Michael Tuomey testitied also to 
seeing Purdy and Katie Metz in court together, 
and saw the girl pick out McQuade whiie Purdy 
Was with her. 

Rebuttal testimony began at 3 o’clock, when 
Col. Feliows asked to be sworn. in view of what 
had been said in regard to the prosecution of the 
case. He then testitied that he was on the watch 
for Katie Metz on the day mentioned, having di- 
rected her tocome into court as soon as pro- 





















































































once going to her, asked if she could pick out 
any one in court whom she had ever seen before. 
“1 know that up to that time,” Col. Fellows said, 








ceedings opened. He saw her enter court, and, at. 





“no one in court had spoken to this girl. 
the first person who spoke to her, and without 
suggestion from any one, ‘without opportunity 
for any one but myself to speak to her, without a 
suggestion from me, the girl picked out McQuade. 
At that time no Alderman except McQuade was 
in cuurt.” 

The prosecution called Mrs. Massett, the em- 
ployer of Katie Metz, to the stand toshow under 
what circumstances the fa first identified the 
Aldermen who attended the “combine” meet- 
ings at McLoughlin’s house. The long discus- 
sion thus provoked led Judge Barrett to rule out 
such evidence on the ground that it was not in 
rebuttal, but had bearing only upon the girl's 
capacity to identify, as described in her main 
story. He didn’t think that story needed cor- 
roboration. ; 

Mr. Purdy took the stand and told his story of 
his meeting Katie Metz on the day she went to 
court on anerrand of identification. Col. Fel- 
lows had assigned him to the duty of taking the 
girl to court. According to instructions, also, 
he went into one of the courts, picked oat a 
woman from a witness box, and went with this 
person and the girl to the McQuade court room. 
Mr. Purdy swore that on the way to the court 
room he didn’t exchange a word with the girl, 
even when they rode in the elevator with 
O'Neil. On reaching the court room Col, Fellows 
took the girlat once in hand, while Mr. Purdy 
devoted himself to entertaining the other wom- 
an, pointing outto her the celebrities in the 
room. When the girl and Col, Fellows were 
through talking Mr. Purdy and his companion 
left the room with her, not having spoken to her 
while she was within. O’Neil was not in court 
atthe time. Later inthe day the girl returned 
tocourt inthe company of a detective of the 
District Attorney’s oftice. Mr. Purdy was not 
then with the girl, but several Aldermen sat in 
court. 

On cross-examination Mr. Purdy was asked if 
he had said to several persons, among them 
Peter Mitchell, one of O’Neil’s lawyers, that to 
him was chief credit due for securing the con- 
viction of McQuade. He was quite certain that 
he could not have said to Mr. Mitchell, ‘ Be- 
tween you and me, I saved the case for them, 
but don’t say anything about it,” and he had no 
recollection that Mr. Mitchell replied: “TI 
thought I saw your hand in it.” 

Charles B. Waite followed Mr. Purdy to rebut 
Mrs. McLoughlin and Miss Fox, who said Mc- 
Loughlin never answered the door bell, and that 
they always knew who called. Waite said he 
had called twice, between April and June, and 
had been admitted by McLoughlin at least once. 
He never saw Miss Fox there, but saw Mrs. Mc- 
Loughlin once. On that occasion McLoughlin 
asked her to leave the room as he wanted to say 
something to his caller. Mr. Waite called also 
in the Fall, when he saw only McLoughlin. Much 
that the prosecution would have offered in re- 
buttal to sustain Katie Metz’s identification hay- 
ing been ruled out, that side announced its case 
closed at 4:30 o'clock. 

Mr. Mitchell testified in sur-rebuttal, merely 
rehearsing the interview between Purdy and 
himself which Purdy had specifically denied, and 
within a few minutes Mr. Brooke was making 
the last plea for O’Neil. 

He said he was not there to defend the con- 
duct of the Board of Aldermen ef 1884. Cer- 
tain members of that board may have been cor- 
rupt, but neither that assumption nor any evi- 
dence in the trial pointed to O’Neil’s guilt. He 
spoke at length of the public clamor and indig- 
nation roused by what the Aldermen did. Crit- 
icism was turned fiercely also upon the District 
Attorney, and that official, being human 
and partaking of the common excitement, 
set out to make an example of somebody. 
O’Neil was one of those chosen for this 
purpose. Mr. Brooke thought that the Grand 
Jury must also have been excited, for Waite’s 
testimony, upon which alone O’Neil was in- 
dicted, did not bear in the slightest degree upon 
the testimony of Fullgraff and Duffy,.by which 
it was sought to obtain a conviction, and Mr. 
Brooke argued against the probability that 13 
men, so diverse and so opposed to each other in 
allrespects as were the Aldermen, could combine 
for any purpose, and attacked the stories of the 
development of the combination as too vague 
for belief. If the Aldermen left Fullgraff’s as a 
place of meeting to escape observation, they 
went from a business street, which was almost 
empty at night, to a house in a street full of res- 
idences, at atime of year when all the stoops 
would be occupied in the evening. 

Mr. Brooke dwelt upon the improbability of 
the ‘“‘combine” meetings. According to the 
stories of the informers these meetings were not 
of importance enough to be definitely arranged. 
The sums of money they were to get made a 
fortune to each man, yet the conspirators 
thought so little of the matter that they took no 
care how they were to get their reward, and at 
this time were unable to remember when or 
how often they met. Yet this apparent in- 
difference was no less _ singular than 
that in McLoughlin’s small quarters the 
meetings could go on without the know)l- 
edge of McLoughlin’s household or of 
friends who were almost nightly visitors there. 
If the story of the informers were all behind this 
case, without public clamor to urge it on, would 
not a jury dissent from such suggestions and at 
once express their want of beliefin them? Mc- 
Loughlin, Mr. Brooke went on, was the chief 
conspirator in this crime. The time came for the 
climax of the conspiracy; the fruit was ready to 
drop into the hands of the criminals; yet this 
chief conspirator, this jealous, grasping leader 
in crime, was not at the meeting of Aug. 30, nor 
did he sign the call for that meeting. With a 
dramatic gesture and intonation, and ending 
what he had to say until to-morrow morning, Mr. 
Brooke passed the call for the mecting over to 
the jury that they might see that McLoughlin’s 
name was not on it. 


PRODUCE EXCHANGE BENEFITS. 


‘We boys” won a victory in the Produce 
Exchange yesterday. For a long time the 
younger menibers of the Exchange, who were 
also subscribers to the gratuity fund, have ob- 
jected to the constant drain on their purses 


caused by the persistent efforts of older mem- 
bers to better their condition by cutting loose 
from this world and allowing the younger mem- 
bers to square matters, finanglally, with the 
other mourners. The younger ®embers argued 
that they were compelled to pay out more 
money in assessments than those who joined the 
fund at 40 or 50 years of age. The conservative 
element was averse to changing the by-laws for 
along time, but was gradually induced to con- 
sider the matter and finally to put it to a vote. 
The proposition to amend the by-laws pro- 
vided that after proof of death of any subscrib- 
ing member there shall be paid $2,000 out of the 
money collected, or such proportionate part as 
the subscribing memberships, at the time of such 
death, shall bear to the full number of member- 
ships of the Exchange, if such death shall have 
occurred within one year after the adoption of 
the amendment; $3,000, if after one a and 
within the second year; $4,000, if after two 
years, and so on up to $9,000,if after seven 
years and within the eighth year, and thereafter, 
$10,000. Members over 50 years of age or in 
poor health may be accepted as members, the 
payment in case of death not to exceed the 
amount of assessments paid by such member. 
The amendment was carried by a sweeping 
majority. Outof 1,515 votes 1,203 were cast 
for the amendment, and 312 against it. When 
the result of the count was known, gray-haired

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DEATH OF GEN. KRZYZANOWSEI. 

Gen. Viadimir Krzyzanowski, Polish 
patriot and soldier, of the war of the rebellion in 
this country, died at his home, No. 870 Lexing- 
ton-avenue, early yesterday morning. He had 
been ill for a year with Bright’s disease, and for 
the past two months had been confined to his 


bed. Gen. Krzyzanowski was born at Roznova, 
Posen, Germany, on July 8, 1824. In 1846 he 
took part in the Polish revolution and subse- 
gently fled to America to escape exile to Siberia. 

He worked as a civil engineer for several 
years, and at length set up in business as a mer- 
chant in Washington. When the late war broke 
out he became Colonel of the Fifty-eighth Regi- 
ment of New-York Volunteers. He served dur- 
ing the entire war, first with the Army of the 
Potomac, and later in Georgia and Alabama. 
For meritorious gervices he was promoted to be 
a Brigadier-General. At the close of the war he 
becatne connected with the Customs Service. In 
1867 he was sent to Alaska, and soon afterward 
to the Isthmus of Panama. 

He became a Special Agent in the Custom 
Eouse in this city in 1883, and he continued in 
that position until the time of his death. He 
will be buried in Greenwood Cemetery to-mor- 
row afternoon by Steinway Post, G. A. R.,in 
which he was a Past Commander. 
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SEEKING MR. SHELLEY’S ARREST. 

A warrant for the arrest of ex-Assembly- 
man Edward J. Shelley, custodian of the unfin- 
ished business left behind by ex-Sheriff Alexan- 
der V. Davidson, who is now in Mexico, was 
granted by Judge Lawrence,in the Supreme 


Court, yesterday, in asuit brought against him 
by Philip F. Orgler, a clerk in the law oftice of 
Horwitz & Herstield. Orgler sues through Myer 
J. Stein, his counsel, to recover $25,000 dam- 
ages for personal injuries. He saysin an afti- 
davit, upon which the order of arrest was rant- 
ed, that on Dec. 9, 1886, while acting under in- 
structions from his employers, he called upon 
Shelley to irquire what amount of the property 
of the firm of Kossuth, Marx & Co. remained in 
his possession, as Horwitz & Hersfield were 
about to begin proceedings for clients of theirs 
who held claims against the firm.

A CORNER IN PRUNES. 
A SYNDICATE PLANS TO BULLDOZE GRO- 
CERS AND FRUIT DEALERS. 

A syndicate at the head of which is Broker 
J. A. Jansen, and which is composed of drug- 
gists and leather men, has been formed in this 
city to create a corner in Turkish prunes, the 
finest variety imported to this country, and 
which always command the highest prices. The 
syndicate makes no secret of its intentions now 
that it has secured, as it believes, the bulk of 
the crop, which for 1886 was less than half 
an average one, a fact which would have in- 


sured a raise in price from natural causes 
alone. The total estimated supply for this 
country and Canada, including all parcels of 
last year’s prunes thus far received, is 22,000 
casks, and this must meet an average annual 
consumption of from 37,000 to 38,000 casks. 
On account of the scarcity of dried domestic 
fruits it is assumed that the ordinary demand 
for Turkish prunes will be increased consider- 
ably this year. 

This condition of affairs suggested to the gen- 
tlemen whom Mr, Jansen represents the proj- 
ect of securing contro) of the bulk of the crop 
of Turkish prunes, and there is nodoubt that 
they now hold very nearly the entire crop for 
shipment to America. Feeling safe in their toe 
tion they now open up their plans to the whole- 
sale grocers and dealers in fruit, and by means 
of a secret circular offer the goods at their own 

rices. 

Pithe circular details fully the scheme upon 
which the prunes are to be disposed of. ‘Slates’ 
are to be made up from time to time, in which 
the leading houses in the fruit trade will 
have the privilege of entering their names. 


The . first slate will not exceed 1,000 
casks, and may be limited to 750, 
which will be sold at 6 cents per 


pound, an advance of 149 to 2 cents on the ordi- 
nary price. No order for less than 100 casks 
will be “slated,” and the syndicate agree to 
guarantee the market after the slate is filled by 
pledging themselves not to sell any of the re- 
mainder of their holdings at less than 642 cents 
per pound, and not less than 100 casks at that 
price. The next “slate” will be filled at 64 
cents, and each succeeding slate at an advance 
of lg cent over the previous one until the price 
reaches 10 cents. By that time it is believed the 
supply will be so greatly reduced that further 
“ slating”’ will be unnecessary. The syndicate 
inclose a form of contract with their circular for 
the dealer to sign, and among the smaller trades- 
men fear of being unable to purchase prunes at 
any price unless they accept the terms offered 
has driven many to apply for the privilege of 
being “slated.” The larger houses generally, it 
is believed, have refused to be coerced into this 
conspiracy, and will fight the movement by all 
means at their command. 

Speaking of the corner and of the dictatorial 
tone assumed by the syndicatein its circular, the 
representative of one of thé leading houses of 
this city said yesterday: “The trade is bitterly 
opposed to this attempt to force up the price of 
Turkish prunes by a speculative corner, and will 
fight it energetically. These men undoubtedly 
have the control in their own hands now. They 
went to work secretly, and before any suspicion 
was aroused they gathered in the bulk of the 
crop. which is an unusually light one. They 
control the present spot market and own 
7,500 of the 9,600 casks now afloat on the way 
to this country. How much more they have 
secured [ cannot say, but the impression 
is very general that they own the bulk of 
the stock, and that they did not issue their cir- 
cular until they felt safe in their position. They 
can probably govern the market for a month or 
80, and then the bubble will burst. Prunes are 
not an absolute eoagioygs like wheat and corn, 
and when the price is placed beyond all reason 
it will stop the consumption, and these men will 
either have toeat their own prunes or lower 
their demand. A corner like this cannot suc- 
ceed from its very nature, especially when all 
the large dealersin the article are leagued to 
break it.” 

**What plan does the trade propose to follow ?” 
asked the reporter. 

“Well, the first step has been to decline the 
generous offer to be ‘slated,’ and to refuse to 
buy Turkish prunes from the syndicate at the 
extortionate figures asked. This house is buying 
what Turkish prunes it can from hand tomouth. 
Then a large | of Bohemian prunes is com- 
ing, and they will largely take the place of the 
Turkish prunes. The Bohemian fruit is of much 
better quality this year than ever before. It has 
generally been smoky, but the  pevenese crop is 
not injured by this defect, and will prove a very 
good substitute for the Turkish prunes while they 
sell 1 cent per pound less. A great many low 
grades of French prunes are also being imported 
as are French plumsin large quantities. These 
are sold at much lower prices than Turkish 
prunes, and they will do very well as a substi- 
tute until the corner is broken. I don’t think 
consumers need have much fear of the result of 
the syndicate’s project, It is sure to collapse.” 





DR. ALLIBONE’S “JOKE.” 
COMPLAINTS ABOUT HIS “GALLERY OF 
BEAUTIES” DECLARED GROUNDLESS. 
A young girl who visited the Lenox 
Library the other day with one of her friends 
complains that while they were looking at some 
of the old Bibles in that institution an elderly 
librarian accosted them, spoke in flattering 
terms, and called their attention to what he 
called his “‘ gallery of beauties.” They paid little 
attention to what he was saying, but the 
librarian, they say, shortly afterward asked 


them to add their own photographs to the collec- 
tion, informing them that they could address 
him through the mail as ‘‘the young librarian.” 
The plaintive story as told concludes thus: 

“T think this matter deserves publicity as a 
warning to others. I, for my part, should never 
enter the place as longas [knew he was there. 
Certainly the library is itself uninviting, but 
more repulsive to young women with the pros- 
pect of such an encounter.”’ The elderly libra- 
rian alluded to is Dr. S. Austin Allibone, the au- 
thor of the ‘‘ Dictionary of Authors.” He was 
indignant yesterday when his attention was 
called to the matter. ‘I have a collection of 
photographs,” he said, ‘‘and sometimes I call it 
my gallery of beauties. It began with the 
photograph of Miss Abby E. Hanscom, of 
Brooklyn, who paid the highest price ever 
given for an edition of Shakespeare. Then I 
have the photograph of Mrs. Mary Cowden 
Clarke, the author of the ‘Concordance to 
Shakespeare.’ I also have pictures of the Earl 
and Countess of Stanhope, while a number of 
visitors to the library have sent me their pict- 
ures. I show them to ladies sometimes just to 
amuse them. - Here they are.” 

Dr. Atlibone took his collection from a shelf, 
and exhibited the photographs he had men- 
tioned and a number of others, including those 
of many gentlemen. ‘Sometimes I say to ladies 
in fun,” he went on, ‘“‘‘you’d better send me 
yours,’ and some of them doit. That complaint 
is simply ridiculous, and I ean’t understand it at 
all. There was nothing whatever to complain 
about. The whole thing is more a joke than any- 
thing else.’”’

ASTONISHING A WITNESS. 

The suit of Mrs. Leonora Arnold against 
Charles Cheeseborough, as Administrator of 
“Count”? Cheeseborough’s estate, which occu- 
pied the attention of Judge Benedict last Sun- 
mer, came up again yesterday before Referee 


Benedict. Mrs. Arnold claims to be the daughter 
of Count Blasius Cheeseborough, who with his 
brother Charles inherited $2,000,000 from his 
mother. The “Count” died in 1866, supposedly 
without issue, but since then Mrs. Arnold 
turned up and proved by several witnesses 
that she and her mother had been regarded 
as the daughter and wife of ** Count” Cheese- 
borough for many years. The defense claimed 
that no marriage between the plaintifi’s mother 
and the ‘** Count” had ever taken place. 

Miss Eliza M. Storms testified yesterday that 
her father, Gen. Christian 8. Storms, was the 
most intimate friend ‘‘ Count’ Cheeseborough 
had, and that he had frequently told the witness 
that the “‘ Count” had married and that the pres- 
ent plaintiff, Mrs. Arnold, was the daughter. 
Then Miss Storms was nonplused by the pro- 
duction of an attidavit signed by her father, filed 
in the New-York Surrogate’s office two years aft- 
er Cheeseborough’s death, in which he swore 
that the *“*Count” died unmarried and left no 
children and no kin nearer than his brother 
Charles. The witness confessed that her father 
had frequently refused to talk to her about the 
home relations of the ‘*Count,” because they 
were of a delicate nature, She thought if he 
made such an affidavit as the one produced it 
probably told the truth.

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A LOCK-OUT IMPENDING. 
CAUSE AND POSSIBLE EFFECT OF THE 
GARDINER & ESTES STRIKE. 

The strike of the 200 hands recently em- 
ployed in the boot and shoe factory of Gardiner 
& Estes, at Fourteenth-street and Ninth-avenue, 
is still continued by District Assembly No. 
91 of the Knights of Labor and the Association 
of Shoemakers. No further negotiations took 
place yesterday between the men and the 
bosses, although both sides held meetings and 
discussed the case. Several leading manufact- 
urers met in the office of 8S. Waterbury & Sons, 


No. 37 Warren-street, in the afternoon, and laid 
outa plan of action. It was decided to appoint 
an investigating committee, which should re- 
ha at a meeting of the trade later in the week. 

f the report is adverse to Potter, the discharged 
edge burnisher, and the men still insist upon his 
reinstatement, there is every prospect of a 
“lock-out.” At the meeting of the men it was 
determined to still insist upon the discharge of 
the foreman, Hartt. 

The cause of the strike was told by Hartt, for 
the first time, yesterday. Potter, he said, was 
detected by the bookkeeper in a habitual course 
of swindling. The coupon system is used in pay- 
ing for work, a long ticket accompanying the 
shoes through the different departments, and 
each man tearing off and marking with his name 
a coupon, indicating the share he has had in do- 
ing the work. These he keeps until the end of 
the week, when the foreman collects and hands 
them in at the office, where the pay roll is made 
out from the figures placed on the coupons, 
when the ticket is given out showing the num- 
ber of pairs in each lot and their quality. Pot- 
ter, it is charged, systematically erased and 
altered the coupon numbers, and the firm cal- 
culated that he had wrongfully secured $230 in 
the last five months. Hartt refused to believe 
that Potter was guilty, and asked that he be 
given another chance. He continued defrauding 
the firm, was detected again, and was dis- 
charged. The men insisted that he be retained, 
and upon a refusal went out. 

The rer did all they could to settle the 
strike, and even consented torecognize and have 
a conference with the Board of the Knights of 
Labor. The board appeared on the scene, 
said that they had investigated the case, 
and that Potter was innocent. They there- 
fore demanded his reinstatement and the dis- 
charge of three foremen. To show its good faith, 
the firm announced legal proceedings against 
Potter, and he fled the city. Even then tbe 
Knights would not give in. They concentrated 
their demands on Hartt, because they said that 
he had falsely accused Potter. The firm decided 
to stand by him, for they believe that he simply 
did the duty of an honest man in his position, 
and Hartt calls attention to the fact that the 
Knights of Labor of Tarrytown gave him a gold- 
headed cane when he left G. & D. Silver's 
factory to come to New-York, only a few months 
ago. 


HOME LIFE FOR OHILDREN. 
THE WOMEN’S CONFERENCE SEEING 
EVILS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 

The Women’s Conference of the City of 
New-York: held its regular monthly meeting 
yesterday morning in the hall of the Industrial 
Education Association Building, No. 9 Univer- 
sity-place. The society was organized in Octo- 
ber, 1885, when it was proposed that the chari- 
table women of New-York should get together 
and discuss social problems. A joint commit- 
tee was formed from the State Charities Aid As- 
sociation and the Charity Organization Society, 


and meetings were held in the rooms of the 
latter society monthly during the Winter of 
1885-6. The subjects discussed were the low 
rate of wages and the overworking of women, 
the inadequacy of charitable giving, and the 
sfriendly visitation of the poor. The mectings 
were so successful it was decided to effect a 

ermanent organization, and this was done in 

farch, 1886. The meeting place has been trans- 
ferred to No. 9 University-place, and meetings 
are held the last Monday of each month. 

At the meeting yesterday morning nearly 300 
ladies were present. Miss Grace H. Dodge pre- 
sided. The subject of discussion was ‘‘ The De- 

endent Children of New-York City.” Mrs. 

Sharles R. Lowell, of the State Board of Cnari- 

ties, and Miss Minton, of the State Charities Aid 
Association, read papers. Mrs. Lowell treated 
specially of the evils of institutional life. There 
were between 19,000 and 20,000 dependent chil- 
dren in New-York. Many parents who were able 
to maintain their children sent them to iustitu- 
tions, andthe per capita allowance of $2 per 
week paid bythe city to institutions for child 
inmates undoubtedly caused a great number of 
these enterprizes to be started as a speculation. 
Home life and training were the only proper kind 
for children, and those who are nowin institu- 
tions should &be taken out and distributed in 
homes throughout the country. The charge of 
dependent children should be separated from 
that of other charities and given to one official 
who would be directly responsible and able to 
exercise a constant supervision over the work. 

Miss Minton’s paper was of the same tenor. 
Dr. R. H. Derby spoke of the prevalence of sore 
eyes in institutions, and attacked institutional 
life for this reason. Mr. Skinner, of the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society, told of the bright outlook 
those children had who were placed in families, 
as compared with inmates of institutions. The 
Women’s Conference does not presume to dic- 
tate in what way the reforms it suggests shall 
be carried out. Its function, as described by 
one of its most prominent members, is simply to 
create a public sentiment on these subjects. The 
ladies composing it have styled themselves 
‘thought awakeners.” The subject for discus- 
sion at the February meeting will be ‘“‘ The Work- 
ing Children of New-York.”

The, teachers, espe- 
cially those receiving small salaries, say that 
this delay is a serious hardship, and demand a re- 
dress of the grievance. 

Controller Loew was questioned about the mat- 
ter yesterday. He said that when he first as- 
sumed office a committee called upon him and 
protested against the delay. He told them that 
he would make it his particular business to sign 
the pay rolls at the earliest possible moment. 
“The unusual delay, in January was not my 
fault,” said’ Mr. Loew, ‘‘as the checks were 
signed on the 15th, which was Saturday, but it 
seems that the teachers do not care to comes 
down town on that day, as tu do so would break 
up their holiday.”

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YOUNG MR. BELMON1’S DEATH. | 


ACCIDENTALLY SHOOTING HIMSELF 
WHILE PRACTICING WITH A PISTOL. 
August Belmont, the banker, and family, 

of Fifth-avenue and LEighteenth-street, were 

plunged in grief, and a wide circle of friends in 
this city and elsewhere shocked, by the vivlent 
death yesterday of the youngest member, Ray- 
mond Rogers. The particulars of the lamentable 
accident are as follows: Young Mr. Belmont 
spentthe evening at the Knickerbocker Club and 


ot home at 12:30 A. M. He went direct to 

is room and in a few minutes rang for the 
inside night watchman. When he appeared 
Mr. Belmont said he felt like having a little 
pistol practice and asked for the employe’s re- 
volver, a five-barrel air-trigger weapon of 32- 
calibre. This was a common pastime with the 
young man inthe subcellar of the house. The 
watchman went to the laundry, got the revolver, 
and led the way to the underground place of 
shooting. 

When the weapon was handed to Mr. Belmont 
he cocked it like an —e as he was, and, joking- 
ingly removing a pearl stud from his shirt, told 
the watchman to hold itup between his finger 
and thumb for a target. The watchman 
knew Mr. Belmont was a good marksman, but 
feared to take any chances, and at his sugges- 
tion Mr. Belmont consented to fire at a plank in 
the coal bin. He stood undera brick archway 
in the partition wall of the main residence and 
Eighteenth-street addition. At that moment it 
occurred to him that the door at the top of the 
stairs was open, and the report of the pistol 
would disturb his father and others in the house, 
so he told the watchman to run up and close it. 

The watchman had no sooner closed the door 
than he heard the revolver discharged. From 
his position at the top of the stairs he could not 
see Mr. Belmont, but half way down the steps 
the man saw his young master lying on his back 
under the archway. Hurrying to his side the 
watchman was shocked to find the prostrate 
marksman dying from a wound in the right 
side of the head. Raising Mr. Belmont’s 
head the frightened man _ spoke, but 

etting no reply, rose up and hastened to the 
ront door. He called the outside watchman, 
told him of the accident, and to go for the New- 
York Hospital ambulance. The inside watch- 
man next aroused the servants, sent two of 
them for Prof. W. M, Polk, M. D., of No, 13 East 
Thirty-fourth-street, and Dr. Morris J. Asch, of 
No. 5 West Thirtieth-street, and informed Mr. 
August Belmont. The shock completely pros- 
trated him, and he was unable to leave his room. 

When the ambulance arrived the medical at- 
tendant found that young Mr. Belmont was 
dead. The appearance of the ambulance at- 
tracted Sergt. Schmittberger, of the -Nine- 
teenth Precinct, who summoned policemen and 
made an investigation which revealed the 
facts as stated. Dr. Gustave Scholer, of the 
Coroners’ office, was called and made a 
careful examination of the body, and later, 
with Coroner Nugent, took the depositions of the 
inside night watchman and others at the house, 
all of which made it clearly evident that Mr. 
Belmont met his death by the premature dis- 
charge of the revolver. The nature of the fatal 
wound Jeft no doubt of this when those who 
were familiar with Mr. Belmont’s manner of 
handling a pistol explained that he always 
turned the barrel toward his head before taking 
sight. This peculiarity was confirmed by the 
Hon, William F. Cody (Buftalo Bill) last even- 
ing. Heis well acquainted with the Belmont 
family, and knew Raymond by personal associa- 
tion in hunting expeditions. ‘‘ He was,” said 
the scout, ‘‘an expert horseman and a good shot, 
and I expected to have him and his brother 
Oliver and a party of friends at ay | ranch in 
Nebraska the last of the montlyfor a hunt.” 

The deceased was born, in the house where he 
died, 23 years ago. He was graduated at Har- 
vard University and was atteuding the Columbia 
Law School, but expected to enter his father’s 
banking house. Ofa bright and cheerful dispo- 
sition, he was notably fond of athletic sports 
and indulged in them with all the ardor of im- 
pulsive and healthy youth. His death has 
cast a gloom over a wide circle, and 
the afilicted family will have the sympathy 
of a host of friends. Mrs. Belmont and the Hon. 
Perry Belmont arrived from Washington late 
yesterday afternoon. The time of the funeral 
will be announced. The Rev. E. Winchester 
Donald, of Ascension Church (Protestant Epis- 
copal,) where the family attend, will probably 
officiate, and the interment will be at Newport, 
where the Belmont memorial mortuary chapel 
is being erected.

JOHN DAVIDSON DHAD. 


HIS BUSINESS CAREER AND RELATIONS 
WITH THE TWEED RING. 





John McBain Davidson, formerly well . 


known in this city, died at Saratoga late Sunday 
night of cerebral apoplexy. Mr. Davidson nad 
been in poor health for a year past, and, instead 
of returning to New-York to spend the Winter, 
as was his custom, he remained at Saratoga in 
his Summer home. He had been confined to his 
house for about thirteen weeks. A widow and 


one daughter survive him. The funeral will be 
held on Thursday at 3 P. M. ; 

Mr. Davidson was born in Albany, where he 
spent his youth and embarked in the iron bust- 
ness, Soon gaining possession of a large factory 
in that city. His father left him a little prop: 
erty, and, assisted by Erastus Corning, hia 
ee. he made rapid progress in business. 

® was one of the promoters of the Alban 
day line of steamboats and was connected wi 
Erastus Corning and A. Van Santvoord in many 
other enterprises. 

Mr. Davidson, during his life in this city, ob- 
tained a less desirable notoriety from his con- 
nection with the Tweed ring. In 1861 he in- 
creased his iron business and began the manu- 
facture of safes. He becanie acquainted and 
friendly with the Vanderbilts, and through the 

atronage of Cornelius Vanderbilt supplied the 

ew-York Central Company with safes. He did 
the same Giese for the Erie Road and then be- 
came acquainted with Tweed. He gave Tweet’a 
daughtera five-thousand-dollar diamond necklace 
on the occasion of her marriage. Tweed asked 
him to furnish the Court House and other 
city buildings and various officials with safes. 
Tweed himself took one worth $1,800 for hig 
own private house. During the years 1869-71 
he was reported to have furnished safes worth 
$404,347 42, but subsequent investigations 
showed that less than $40,000 had been account. 
ed for in this department. Davidson testified on 
the Tweed trial to having presented a claim for 
$16,940, the amount of which was raised in the 
warrant to $49,170 49. He was given his check, 
but was asked to sign it with the face down, an 
did not see the amonnt on its face. He received 
the amount of his claim. 

Soon after the Tweed exposure he gave up the 
safemaking branch of his business. During the 
pont few years he has lived quietly in the city in 

Winter and at Saratoga during the Summer. Mr. 
Davidson was fond of music, and at one time 
talked of erecting a concert Hall for Theodore 
Thomas on Forty-second-street. Mr. Davidson 
had many friends here, and was a member of the 
old Americus Club. His estate is reported to be 
worth over $500,000.
